erty and Will Build Addi- 
tion, with 127 Feet

TWO OLD HOMESTEADS G0. 


Report That Original Stracture 
North of Congress Street 
May Be Aban- 
doned. 


The Auditorium Annex is to have a second 
addition of mammoth proportions, Its con- 
struction will involve an outlay of more than 
a million and a half dollare—perhaps two 
million, When finished, the hotel property 
will be one of the most extensive and expen- 
Sive in the world, 

Instead of an addition with a frontage of 
fifty-two feet to cost $750,000, as was planned 
originally, the new structure will have a 
frontage of 127 feet on Michigan boulevard. 
The completed structure altogether will have 
a frontage of 867% feet, comprising all bu: 
thirty-one feet of the east frontage of the 
square between Con and Harrison 
streets. th 


Decided at Stockholders’ Meeting. 

This step, the announcement of which will 
come as a surprise to local real estate and 
hotel circles, was decided upon definitely at 
a meeting in the Annex yesterday afternoon 
of the leading stockholders of the Congress 
Hotel company, including President R. H. 
Southgate, J. Frank Lawrence, and others. 
The directors will be asked to take appro- 
priate action at a meeting to be held in the 
near future, 

The greatly enlarged plans of the hotel 
company are due to its acquirement yester- 
day of the old Blair homestead at 230-231 
Michigan avenue, which lies between the 
Walker and Holmes properties, adjoining the 
Annex on the south and acquired by the hote! 
company last spring, and the property at 232 
which was purchased by the company in 
1901 from Mrs. Virginia King of New York 
for $66,000. 


Blair Property 52 Feet Wide. 

The Blair property fronts fifty-two feet 
with a depth of 172 feet, and while the final 
papers are not yet signed all the terms have 
been agreed to and there is no, doubt the 
deal will be carried through. 

The hotel company will acquire the prop- 
erty under a long term ground lease and 
rent, it is said, will be $10,000 a year, 
or 4 per cent on a valuation of $5,000 a front 
foot. It is understood, however, that this 
rent will run for only a few years, when there 
ig to be a revaluation upon which there will 
be based a new rent at 4 per cent. 


May Leave Old “Auditoriam. . 

Several reasons are sald to be behind the 
hotel company’s enlarged plans, thé principal 
one of which is its reported determination 
to abandon the Auditorium hotel proper on 
the expiration of the lease, which has three 
years to run. This decision is said to be due 
to the belief. that the building is not so well 
adapted to modern hotel uses as are the 
Annex and the additions to be made to it. 

Another reason is the great patronage en- 
joyed by the Annex, which, notwithstanding 
its enlargement by a recent addition, has 
been too small to care for all its business, 


To Be Good as Best in World. 

Definite plans for the new addition, which, 
it is said, will involve a material rearrange- 
ment in parts of the present building, and 
the first proposed addition of fifty-two feet, 
have not yet been decided upon, but it is 
proposed that the completed structure shall 
not only embody several new features, but 
in its whole shall be tn point of completeness 
the peer of anything in the world. 

One feature is to be a great dining hall as 
elaborate and imposing as the best in Lon- 
don, New York, and Paris. 

In connection with the sale of the Blair 
property Edward T. Blair has bought from 
Mrs. Mary Beecher the old Beecher home- 
stead at 240-241 Michigan avenue, a short 
distance south of Harrison street, for $164,- 
000. The lot has a frontage of forty feet, 
with a depth of 172 feet, making the sale at 
the rate of $4,100.a front foot. 

It is Mr. Blair’s purpose to improve the 
property next spring with a modern build- 
ing for the use of a tenant already secured, 
The sale was negotiated by Rounds & Wet- 
ten. 

Wipes Out Two Old Homesteads. 

Additional interest attaches itself to these 
two real estate deals—the Blair lease to the 
hotel people and the purchase from Mrs, 
Beecher—from the fact that they will mean 
the destruction of two of the oldest home- 
steads in the city. 

Mrs, William Blair has lived continuously 
in her house at 230-231 Michigan avenue for 
fifty years. When the house first was built 
in 1855 it stood so remote from the social cen- 
ter of the city that Mr. Blair, then oneof the 
pioneer wholesale hardware merchants of 
the west, was frequently taken to task for 
going so far out. It was the third residence 
in Chicago to be built of white stone, and 
was considered the finest dwelling in town, 
having heavy chandeliers, rosewood door 
panels, and other fixtures, all brought from 
New York. 


Mrs. Blair Sorry to Move. 

The news that the old homestead is to be 
given up after all these years was not a 
particularly happy thought for Mrs. Blair 
and made her reluctant last night to discuss 
its history. 

Ot course I have been gradually becoming 
reconciled to the necessity of moving away, 
she said, but it is not exactly easy now that 
1 actually face it. 

When we first moved out here Michigan 
avenue was a sandy road along which the 
boys used to drive their cows to pasture near 
what is now the Park row station. Between 
the road and the Illinois Central tracks was 
a lagoon where sailboats used to anchor. 

Between Congress and Van Buren streets 
was a row of homes known as‘ Terrace Row, 
at that time the far limits of the residence 
district. The great fire of Ti swept dowa. 
Wabash avenue and curled east on Congress 


' street to Michigan avenue, wiping out two 


frame houses just north of us. Fortunately, 
however, this house was spared and was 
promptly thrown open as a distributing cen- 
ter for clothes sent here from the east.”

Acquitted of Manslaughter; Guil- 
ty of Unbecoming Conduct. 


BRUTAL “RING DENOUNCED. 


Court Urges Discipline for Cadets Who 
Forced Meriwether’s Hand., 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—[Special.]— 
Midshipman Minor Meriwether has been ac- 
quitted of the charge of manslaughter in 
connection with the death of Midshipman 
James R. Branch Ir. He has been found 


; guilty of conduct unbecoming en officer and a 


gentléman, and has been sentenced to dis- 
missal from the naval service. 

Believing that conditions and not vicious- 
ness in his character were responsible for his 
action in fighting Branch, the court has rec- 
ommended that the secretary of the navy 
exercise leniency in disposing of the case. 

This ig the result of the court martial of. 
the midshipman for his participation as a 
principal in the ill fated pugilistic combat at 
the Annapolis naval academy. The findings 
of the court are being guarded with the ut- 
most care by the officials of the judge ad- 
vocate general, and Capt. Samuel W. B. 
‘Diehl, who fills this office, has been studying 
the case the entire day. He will prepare a 
memorandum setting forth briefly the facts 
as brought out by the evidence and will sub- 
mit it with his recommendations to the sec- 
retary of the navy. 


Offense Partially Condoned. 

It is evident from the findings of the court 
that it does not regard Meriwether as having 
been entirely responsible for Branch's death, 
although it is true that he,delivered the blows 
which knocked his opponent down and 
caused the contusions which produced blood 
clots on the brain. 

The department is observing such close 
secrecy with regard to the case that it is 
difficult to ascertain exactly the reasons 
which prompted the court to acquit the mid- 
shipman of the manslaughter charge. Ap; 
parently it believes that he is the victim of 
a condition rather than of any intention per- 
manently to harm young Branch. The court 
established to ite satisfaction that during 
the fight Meriwether several times offered 
to give up, but the midshipmen who were 
interested spectators urged him to continue, 

It is these men who have come in for the 
severe criticism of the court, although it is 
doubtful if it has referred to them by name. 
The tribunal was appointed to try Merl- 
wether, not to make an investigation into the 
conditions existing at the naval academy. 


Denounce Brutal Ring. 

But it is expected that the judge advocate 
general and the secretary of the navy, after 
reading the record, will find good cause 
for action against the men who pressed Meri- 
wether and Branch to continue the fight 
when both were willing to stop. 

The court does not believe the naval acad- 
emy should be regarded by the country as 
a school which is ruled by prize fighters. It 
is convinced, on the other hand, that the 
students are for the most part clean, 
straightforward young men and that the 
brutal element is small and is embraced in 
a ring which insists upon the observ- 
ance of the so-called code.“ 

It ia this ring which, the court believes, 
should be gotten rid of, and there is no 
doubt its views in this respect will be adopt- 
ed by Secretary Bonaparte. 

There is some apprehension in naval cir- 
cles that congress will take up the death of 
young Branch and will pass legislation to 
prevent the recurrence of such a catastrophe. 
Members of the house who have arrived in 
the city, have followed the trial of yeung 
Meriwether with considerable attention. 


Bonaparte’s Hands Are Tied. 

Branch belonged to a prominent New York 
family which commands influence, and it ts 
not certain that it will rest content with 
the findings of the court. Secretary Bona- 
parte cannot find Meriwether guilty of man- 
slaughter when the court has acquitted him 
of this charge. Nor can he increase the 
severity of the sentence. All he can do is 
to reduce it should he decide that the testi- 
mony weighs in Meriwether’s favor, and the 
recommendation of the court that he exer-

Insane Woman, Marooned in Pull- | 
man, Resists Capture. 


CHLOROFORM SQUIRT READY. 


Fear of Lunatie's Revolver Keeps Offi- 
cers at Distance for 36 Hours. 


_ Girard, Kas., Dec. 2.—[Special]—An m- 
sane woman, armed with a revolver, is to- 
might sole occupant of a Pullmen coach 
marooned in this city, while policemen and 


railroad employés she has held at bay for 


twenty-four hours. are awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to squirt chloroform into the car 4s 
a last resort to effect her capture. 

The woman-is Mrs. Ira Berry, whose home 
is believed to be in Spokane Wash. She is 
plentifully supplied with ammunition and 
fires at every one who approaches the car. 
This she has done since 14:30 last night, 
when, after the passengers had fled in terror 
from the car, it was detached from the tnain 
and side tracked. 

Mrs. Berry was a passenger on the out- 
bound Meteor train on the St. Louls and 
San Francisco railroad, which left Kansas 
City at 8:06 last night. Where she boarded 
the train is not known to officials of the road. 


_ §preads Terror Through Car. 

The train was approaching Girard, three 
hours after it left Kansas City, when the 
woman started on her rampage. Suddenly 
leaving her seat she rushed the full length 
of thé aisle, brandishing a revolver. As she 
ran she shouted: 

“They are after me! They are going to 
murder mel There are a dozen of them and 
they want my blood!“ 

The startled passengers in the car watched 
the woman flying down the aisle. She 
reached the women’s lavatory, slammed the 
door shut and locked it. When inside she 
screamed continuously. 


Bullets for Would-Be Captors. 

When the train stopped at Girard L. C. 
Sturgeon, night policeman at Girard, was 
called. The train porter unlocked the door 
and Sturgeon attempted to enter the lava- 
tory. As the door opened the woman fired 
her revolver. The bullet struck a button 
on Sturgeon's overcoat. 

A second attempt to seize the woman was 
made by J. E. Bunnell, a passenger on the 
traih, assisted by Sheriff J. E. Walsh. 
While Bunnell had his hand on the door knob 
the woman’ shoved the revolver through the 
transom above the door. With the revolver 
in this position she fired at random. One 
bullet went through Bunnell's hat, and strik- 
ing his wrist made a flesh wound: Bunnell 
and Walsh then retreated. 

The passengers left the Pullman in a panic 
and the car was sidetracked. 


Rules Alone in Car All Night. 

After the attempt of Bunnell and Sheriff 
Walsh to take the woman no further effort 
was made to disturb her. She was left un- 
disturbei in pcesession of the car until day- 

Plight today. She screamed almost continu- 
ously during the night. Most of the.time 
her utterances were incoherent, but at day · 
light she became more rational. 

„They want to kill me,“ she yelled again 
and again, „but 1 1 get five or six of them 
before they get me.’ 

At one time she gave instructions out 
through the window of the car to notify 
James Bailey of Tulsa, I. T., that she had 
been murdered. 

Early this morning a great crowd gath- 
ered about the car, bu kept at a safe dis- 
tance. Once in the early morning they were 
startled to see the woman suddenly appear 
on the rear platform of the car. She car- 
ried her revolver in her hand, however, and 
no effort was made to take her. 


Holds Crowd at Bay for Day. 

A. W. Barker, city marshal of Girard, 
found a gold ring lying at the end of the car, 
which she had probably taken off her finger 
and thrown away. It had blood on it. Some 
time during the night the woman had broken 
the one window in the lavatory. When the 
police went around to the side of the car 
after daylight they found that she had 
taken off her corset and hung it over the 
broken window. 

All day today the woman has held the 
crowd at bay. She has met every effort to 
capture her by stealth and defeated it. It 
was hoped early in the day that her ammuni- 
tion would be exhausted before night. But 
she has nursed it carefully, fring only when 
in danger of capture. 

When every means that could be thought of 
to capture her had been tried and failed, it 
was decided that in the night a hose would be 
shoved through the broken window and

Annapolis-West Point football game at 
Princeton, The ineident occurred in the 
vicinity of Oxford street, in the northeast- 
ern outskirts of Philadelphia. 

Neither the president nor anybody else on 
board the train was hurt, but one of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's friends and traveling com- 
panions had a narrow escape from serious 
injury. 

Webb Hayes of Ohio, son of the late Presi- 
dent Rutherford B. Hayes, was sitting in the 
combination car reading a newspaper. Sev- 
eral other men were in the car, and the con- 
versa tion turned on the striking facial re- 
semblance between Mr. Hayes and President 
Roosevelt. 


Glass Smashed with a Crash. 

No sooner had this fact been remarked 
upon than the crash was heard, and pieces of 
glass were thrown in every direction, and a 
heavy missile dropped to the floor on the far 
eide of the car. 

Every! one jumped to his feet, as it was 
thought for a moment that Mr. Hayes had 
been hurt, for a projectile passed within a 
dozen inches or so of his face. The missife 
proved to be a “ plumb bob,” a conical shaped 
piece of lead such as bricklayers use in their 
work. 

The train was running at a great rate of 
speed, but had slowed down upon entering 
the city limita. It is considered by railroad 
men who were on the train doubt ful whether 
the miscreant could have aimed at Mr, Hayes 
with design, for the train was running at 
least eighteen miles an hour. 


Net the First Time. 

Railroad officials say that several times re- 
cently stones have been thrown at trains 
passing through north Philadelphia and on 
one recent occasion a man sitting at one of 
the windows of a car was severely cut by 
broken glass, when a heavy stone crashed 
through it. 

The incident is especially startling, how- 
ever, from the fact of the strong resem- 
blance of Mr. Hayes to the president. The 
combination car was running next to the en- 
gine, while the president's car was at the 
rear of the train with several cars filled 
with army and navy officials intervening 
between it and the car where the startling 
incident took place. 

President Makes No Comment. 

The president knew nothing of the incident 
for some time after it occurred. He made 
no comment upon it, passing it off as the 
wanton act of some irresponsible person. 

The train reached Washington without 
further incident, at 11:07 o’clock tonight, and 
the president proceeded immediately to the 
White house in his carriage.

Some time after Henry fell asleep Carpenter 
went to the lower floor, first closing all doors 
between the rooms. He went to Miss Gil- 
mette’s room, but she made à desperate and 
successful struggle for her honor. Appar- 
ently Carpenter, angered at her struggles, 
struck her a blow on the head to stun her, but 
struck harder than he intended to, for her 
skull was crushed. Then, evidently to pre- 
vent her reviving and telling her story, he 
struck her with the blade of the hatchet, 
nearly severing her head from her body. 


Kills a Sleeping Boy. 

Carpenter then went to Henry McCaffrey’s 
room. He killed the boy as he lay asieep, 
severing the lad’s throat. The boy died 
without a struggle. 

‘After this Carpenter took Henry’s rifle 
from the room and returned to the lower 
floor. He may have contemplated escape, 
but if he did he changed his mind, for after 
fastening all the doors and windows from 
the inside he committed suicide by shooting 
himself in the forehead. 

The crime was discovered today when 
neighbors heard the disturbance made by 
the cattle, which had not been fed since 
Thursday night. Upon forcing an entrance 
into the house they found Carpenter’s body 
in the kitchengand the other two in their 
sleeping rooms. 

Carpenter bore a fair reputation, He was 
only slightly acquainted with Miss Gilmette, 
who was popular and enjoyed the esteem ar 
ali in this vicinity.

“FORGETS” HE SLEW WIFE 


DOCTOR POISONER DECLARES HE 


) DOES NOT REMEMBRR CRIME. 


Greensboro (N. C.) Physician Admits 
Administering Drug, but Professes 
to Have No Recollection of Inject- 
ing Strychnine While He Feigned 
to Pray at Her Side; Coroner, Who 
Witnessed Deed, Is Chief Witness 
Against Accused Man. 


Greensboro, N. C., 
There will be no inquest over the body of Mrs. 
J. B. Matthews, whose death was brought 
about by her husband yesterday in a manner 
unparalleled in the criminal.annals of this 
part of the country. 

The coroner, Dr. J. P. Turner, is the prin- 
cipal witness against the husband, Dr. J. 
B Matthews, who now is under arrest 
charged with murder. He will testify at the 
first hearing of the case on Monday. 

It was Coroner Turner who, at the bedside 
of the woman, saw her husband, while feign- 
ing to pray by her side, cunningly inject into 
her arm enough strychnine to kill a dozen 
men. 

Sleeps After Ghastly Murder. 

It was not until some hours after his wife’s 
death that Dr. Matthews was arrested. The 
diabolical method he had chosen to slay his 
wife was not fully grasped at the moment 
by the coroner and two other physicians he 
had called to the woman's deathbed. Before 
they had recovered from the full realization 
of Matthews’ crime he had gone to another 
room and coolly retired to bed; He was sleep- 
ing soundly when officers late at night 
dragged him from his bed. 

Today Dr. Matthews maintains an air of 
indifference to the crime with which he is 
charged. He does not deny administering 
poison to his wife. He declares he has for- 
gotten the final scene when he was caught 
red handed in the act of deliberately hasten- 
ing the death which he had made certain. 


Takes Desperate Chance to Kill. 

Up to the moment when Matthews knelt 
to pray by his wife's side and slipped the 
hypodermic syringe under the coverlet, she 
had, Coroner Turner declares, been respond- 
ing to restoratives administered to counter- 
act the effect of poison given her earlier in 
the day. 

It was from morphine poisoning that the 
woman was suffering, and the physicians 
believe she would have recovered but for 
the husband's final atrocious act. They de- 
clare he took the desperate chance of mur- 
dering her in their presence rather than 
risk her recovery and the exposure of his 
systematic poisoning. 

The prisoner, it is said, will put up the plea 
of insanity due to excessive use of morphine.

The Scheel election murder case is especial- 
ly commented on by the grand jury, which 
declares its conviction that police apathy 
in this instance was due either to the fact 
that the police were Involved in the shoot- 
ing or were indifferent to the outrage. ’ 

Of this crime the report says in part: 


erick W. Scheel we were surprised to dis- 
cover evidence of police laxity and indif- 
ference to an appalling degree. This young 
man, coming from a sister state, was shot 
on leaving the St. Louis law schoal on the 
afternoon of Sept. 19, 1904. The crime was 
committed by a gang of thugs who had been 
going from polling place to polling place, 
pursuing a plan of fraudulent registration. 
Though these men were well known as po- 
lice characters and this killing occurred in 
the presence of a score of oye witnesses, no 
charge was lodged against any one until 
fourteen months after this young and inno- 
cent man met an untimely death. The re- 
sponsibility for this condition lies with the 
police, and it is our conclusion’ that the 
apathy shown can only be accounted for on 
the theory that members of the force were 
involved in the affray or that the police were 
indifferent to election outrages, 


Help in Election Frauds. 

The evidence is convincing that the depart- 
ment has been made a political machine and 
that the police have either actively assisted 
in the perpetration of election frauds or have 
connived at them. 

The fact that the police commit perjury 
and suborn witnesses in cases in which they 
are interested, offering protection to or men- 
acing those whom they seek to use, was well 
established before this jury and a number of 
indictments have resulted.” 


MEXICANS MAKE IT TOO HOT 
FOR CHICAGO NEGRO AGENT. 


New American Representative -at 
Guanajuato Resigns Post Under 
Pressure—To Be Sent Elsewhere. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—[Special. ]}—Dan- 
iel M. Jackson, colored, of Chicago, probably 
will be given another commercial agency 
instead of that at Guanajuato, Mexico, which 
he has resigned. Inquiry at the state depart- 
ment today developed that in his appointment 
the usual procedure had not been followed. 
Instead of selecting an agent upon the recom- 
mendation of the consul general at Mexico 
City the department had ousted Dwight Fur- 
ness, who has been American representative 
at Guanajuato for sixteen years, because it 
was said he was not a citizen of the —— 
States, but really because Jackson want 
the place and had sufficient Illinois influence 
to get it. 

The department failed to count, however, 
upon the many friends which Furness has 
at Guanajuato. Both Americans and Mex!i- 
cans objected to his relfef and insisted that 
he should be reappointed. They claimed, 
moreover, that he was not -a foreigner, but 
an American, and documentary evidence 
was submitted to show that their nme, 


‘Was correct. 


Jackson appears, from all reports, to have 
had a hot reception when he reached Guana- 
juato. He had asked for this place, because 
he had visited it some time before and be- 
lieved that it was exactly suited for his resi- 
dence and business. He was willing to over- 
look the fact that the agency only paid $50 
per annum. 

To be commercial agent of the United 
States in a small town in Mexico carries with 
it some social prestige and insures prutection 
from needy officials. The department did 
not know that Jackson was a negro, this 
not having appeared either in the recommen- 
dations filed with the secretary of state or 
in the report of the agitation at Guanajuato 
against the relief of Furness.

of Idaho. A nalty of a maximum fine 
‘of $500 and one year’s imprisonment is pro- 


vided for violators of the regulations set 


forth. +/ 

The bill makes it Berke! to sell or manu- 
facture any article of food, drugs, medicine, 
or liquots which is altered or misbranded, or 
which contains any poisonous or deleterious 
substance. Its terms prohibit the importa- 
tion of foods, drugs, and liquors which are not 
pure or are misbranded. 

To ascertain their purity jurisdiction is 
given to the A of the treasury, agri- 
culture, and commerce ‘and labor to prescribe 
uniform rules for the examination of foods, 


drugs, and liquors by the bureau of chemis- 


try of the department of agriculture. The 
measure defines what shall constitute mis- 
branding and adulteration in the articles over 
which it assumes jurisdiction.

TRUE BILLS ARE VOTED AGAINST 
THREE COMPANIES. 


Hive Officers and Two Agents of the 
Concerms Must Answer Charges of 
Conspiracy to Restrain Trade and 
Injure the Business of Competitors 
by Forming a Trust—Outpat and 
Prices of Product Regulated in Vice 
lation of Law.

After three weeks of secret investigation 
the November grand jury, which completed 
ite term yesterday, returned two sete of 
indictments against three companies, said 
to be members of the alleged brick trust, 
five officers of those companies, and two 
business agents for local labor unions. 

While their work ie more or less a repeti- 
tion of that of the July grand jury, which 
returned an indictment, since found faulty, 
against George C. Prussing, the new indict- 
ments are more sweeping in their nature, 
and the testimony secured is held by State’s 
Attorney Healy to be sufficient for convic- 
tion to be followed by fines and imprison- 
ment. The charges in the bills are those 
of conspiracy in restraint of trade and con- 
spiracy to injure the business of others.

partners, was the complainant in the cases, 
although officers and employés of the other 
independent companies were called in before 


the jury.

Seven Counts in Indictment. 

Under the principal indictment there are 
geven counts, all subordinate to the general 
charge of forming a trust or combination 
and relating to the methods employed to se- 
cure control of the entire output of bricks 
and to raise the price in the Chicago market. 
Under the lesser bill five counts are made to 
show the conspiracy to injdre the business 
of rival manufacturers. 

In these bills details of the several branches 
of the main are shown. It is set 
forth that the Ill!nois, the Chicago, and the 
American companies about two years ago 
formed a combination to control the manu- 
facture of .bricks and to divide the . 
among themselves upon an agreed da 
They arranged to increase the price in — 
Chicago market and in furtherance of this 
scheme, appointed sales agents so as to 
remove from the companies all evidence of 


unions they would report that the firm was 
running a nonunion factory. 


Secured Trade of Rivals. 

After the strike was called the members 
of the trust could corral the business of their 
rivals. They even went so far, it is said, to 
serul to contractors whose brick, ordered 
from an independent firm, was in box cars 
on some side track, and tell them that if 
they would agree to buy their brick of the 
trust in the future they would help them out 
in the pinch. 

When they had secured the business of the 
independent firms the trust would give the 
word to the unions and their business agents 
would proceed to hold up the firm against 
which the stfke was called. They offered 
for a consideration to return to work, and 
in nearly every case demanded pay for 
* waiting time.“ 

Still another scheme, which the grand jury 
was told had been put in practice hundreds 
of times, was that of forcing contractors to 
use the trust brick. McMahon or Hank, wit- 
nésses said, would go to a contractor who 
had purchased his brick from Heimann or 
some other independent concern, and would 
tell him that his brick were too small or too 
large. They would refuse to allow him to 
use the brick, threatening If he did so to call 
a strike unless he paid over a certain sum 
of money or agreed to use the tyust brick 
in the future. 

In almost every ease, it is apparent, the 
three companies profited by an increase of 
business, while the other end of the com- 
bination, the unions and their agents, gained 
the money they extorted from manufac- 
turers and contractors as well as what they 
were paid by the trust. 

State’s Attorney Healy said after the grand 
jury had made its full report to Judge Gib- 
bons that he could not discuss the affairs of 
the brick trust. The capiases ir. the cases will 
be served on Monday. Thomas Carey, presi- 
dent of the American company, and T. D. 
Sexton, president of the Chicago company, 
probably will appear before Mr. Healy for 
their companies.

WOULD BAR OUT CIGARETS 


GRAND JURY URGES A RULE 
AGAINST THEM IN THE JAIL. 


County Institutions Commended with 
the Exception of Morgue, Which Is 
Pronounced Insanitary and Tee 
Small — Suggestion Made That Li- 
censes of Saloons In or Near Which 
More than One Murder in a Year Is 
‘Committed Be Revoked. 


In making its final report to Judge Gibbons 
yesterday the November grand jury, which 
adopted his suggestion of investigating con- 
ditions at the various county penal institu- 
tions, recommended that cigaret smoking in 
the county jail be stopped. 

The report upon the institutions at Dun- 
ning was favorable, and the only criticism 
of the county hospital was that the morgue 
is insanitary and too small. The jurors 
suggested the erection of a new morgue in 
some central location large enough to do 
away with the private morgues, which they 
declared are a menace to public health., John 
Whitman for excellent management of the 
county jail and strict enforcement of the 
vagrancy law was commended. 

It was a matter of general remark among 
the grand jurors,“ reads a portion of the 
report, that a large number of the cases 
before them were connected at some stage 
with saloons. Larcehies and burglaries be- 
fore us were generally planned or executed 
in saloons. We have before us one murder 
committed in a saloon and two others just 
outside. The assaults to kill or to do bodily 
injury which happen in or about saloons are 
so numerous that they cannot be recalled. 


Commendation for the Mayor. 


With the evidence before us we believe 


the mayor is to be heartily commended for 
every license he has revoked and that the 
good of the community would be subserved 
were many more licenses to be forthwith re- 
called. Not all saloons are frequented by 
criminal or quasi-criminal classes, but were 
some law enforced rendering it obligatory 
upon the municipal authorities to revoke the 
licenses of all saloons in or immediately 
around which more than one criminal offense 
occurs in each year it might tend to wipe 
out the low dives which cause the police and 
the machinery of justice so much work.“ 

A suggestion was made that commanging 
officers of the police make an especial! point 
of instructing their subordinates to secure 
full information in all cases in which they 
are interested, in order to facilitate the 
work of the state’s attorney. 

The jurors reported they found no cause or 
excuse for the numerous complaints which 
have been entered against several private 
schools, including a military schapl at West- 
ern Springs. There they found that corpo- 
ral punishment was used and advised against 
it. They suggested that all private schoole 
be placed under the control of the school 
board or of some other body for regular 
inspection. 

Jurors Thanked by Judge. 

The number of cases heard by this jury was 
much smaller than is usual, but that fact has 
been accounted for by the short length of the 
sitting and the consideration that the inspec- 
tion of county buildings toek much of the 
time.

James Kendall, alias George Taft, a paroled 
convict, arrested while hiding in the base- 


ment of the residence of Eugene S. Pike, 


2101 Prairie avenue, after attempting to 
rob the flat of Mrs. M. Barton, 47 Twenty-~- 
fourth street, will be taken at 11 o'clock 
this morning to the flat at 200 Evanston 
avenue, where Miss Maud Reese was killed 
by a burglar two weeks ago. The police will 
then attempt to make him break down and 
confess to that worst of the present season’s 
crimes. 

At the same time Kendall will be con- 
fronted by two women who saw the man 
that murdered Miss Reese as he was running 
from the scene. One of these, Mrs. Jose- 
phine Lansing, 1651 Briar place, is expected 
to decide the matter positively, for her de- 
scription of the man she saw at Barry 
and Evanston avenues is clear, and she says 
she never can forget his face. 

„The police were more, positive last night 
than at any previoug time since the crime 
was committed that they have the right man. 
His description fits in a general way with 
that of the murderer and the incriminating 
circumstances that piled up during the day 
form a web that grows closer. In the last 
„ sweating that he was given last night by 
Assistant Chief Schuettler and Inspector 
Wheeler he confessed many things he had 
denied earlier in the day. The woman he 
married on Thanksgiving eve, Mrs. Kate Mil- 
ton Kendall, also told things which serve to 
strengthen the belief of the police. 


Thinks Kendall the Slayer. 
“I believe Kendall is the murderer,” said 
Inspector Wheeler at midnight. He is con- 
fessing everything else that he did in order 


‘to throw us off the track. He is one of the 


most desperate criminals I ever have seen. 
I believe he would have killed Mrs. Barton 
if she had tried to hold him. He is a flat 
worker, and all the twenty or more jobs 
that he has done since he was released from 
the penitentiary were of a nature similar.to 
the Reese burglary.” 

Mrs. Kendall, who was arrested at the 
Hotel Vickery, Twelfth street and Wabash 
avenue, where she had been living with the 
man for three weeks, added important testi- 
mony in her latest interview with the police. 

“The morning after the Reese murder,” 
she said, “‘ he spoke of the fact that a burglar 
had killed a woman up on the north side. 

„% That is bad,’ I told him, to rob them 
and kill them, too.“ 

„Well, he answered, they do that way 
sometimes, when they are desperate. 

Wife’s Stories Vary. 
Mr Kendall, ‘who, the police declare, was 
Kate Milton of South Chicago, varied her 
stories considerably also. 

Eartier in the day she made the statement 
that the man was away from her during the 
entire week in which the murder occurred. 

The woman and the man met in a Twenty- 
second street restaurant two months ago, 
soon after the man was paroled. Three weeks 
ago they went to the Hotel Vickery. Wednes- 
day night they were married. The man says 
the ceremony was performed by the Rt. Rev. 
Charles E. Cheney, rector of Christ Reformed 
Episcopal church, Twenty-fourth street and 
Michigan avenue. The morning after their 
marriage, Mrs. Kendall says, her husband 
tried to steal her watch from her, but she 
woke up and caught him. 

Before she met Kendall the woman worked 
as a domestic for Mrs. Lizzie Bryant, 205 
Sixtieth street. - 

Cuts on Kendall’s Hands. 

Kendall's hands betrayed him further. 
When he was examined by Capt. Evans of 
the bureau of identification tn the morning it 
was found that there were fresh cuts on the 
palm of his left hand and on the top of his 
right hand. The man who shot Miss Reese 
cut his hands severely as he jumped through 
the kitchen window to getaway. Mrs. Ken- 
dall was asked if she had noticed this the 
morning he spoke of the murder. 

„Tes, she sald, I saw his hands, and he 
had a cut on his cheek, too. He told me the 
barber had done it.“ 

Kendall, while denying the murder, has 
made no attempt to explain where he was 
at the time it was committed. 

There is nothing gentle about the man. He 
is as near the stage thlef as any man 
ever taken into the Harrison street station. 
He is short of stature, being about 5 feet 6 
inches in height. His face is pale, marked 
by drugs and the twelve years he has spent 
in prison. His mouth is large and coarse. 
He has dark hair and wears a sma.. black 
mustache. 

In the afternoon Kendall was taker the 
round of State street pawnshops by Detec- 
tive Lacey in order to discover goods which 
he had stolen and pawned. Here again he 
exhibited a peculiar hatred of anything con- 
nected with the north side. He confessed 
freely to nearly twenty burglaries, all com- 
mitted since his release on Aug. 26. But 
they were all on the south side. 

Robs at Least One Flat a Day. 

Detective Lacey will take the man out 
again this afternoon and expects to learn of 
at least twenty more burglaries. Kendall 
was an energetic worker. He entered at 
least one flat a day and at any time of the 
day he found it empty.

He was 
putting silverware intoa bag. She screamed. 

‘Quit that or I'll kill you,” he said, flour- 
ishing a revolver in her face. As she made 
a move to stop him he ran out the door. Mrs. 
Barton ran to a window and screamed for 
help. Neighbors saw the fleeing man and 
took up the chase Patrolmen Manning and 
Garrity joined. The burglar ran through 
aleyways until he came to the Pike resi- 
dence, 2101 Prairie avenue, where he ran into 
tne basement. 

His record is a long one. He has served 
three terms in Joliet for burglary. He was 
sent down the last time Jan. 17, 1898, on six 
charges under the habitual criminal act. 

John M. Wilkins, a furniturg dealer at 1315 
Chicago avenue, is a relation by marriage of 
Kendall, and it was to him that Kendall was 
paroled. Wilkins said he had not seen the 
man since the day he came.out of the prison. 
He told the police that Kendall's mother lives 
tn Benton Harbor, Mich., and that he sup- 
posed her son was with her.

BLAST IN MINE KILLS 18. 


EVERY MAN IN DIAMONDVILLE, 
WTO., SHAFT DIES AT WORK. 


“Blown Out“ Shot Causes Explosion 
Which Rocks Little Town—Piteouas 
Scenes Are Enacted Around Pit— 
Work of Rescuers Hampered by 
Afterdamp—Fatality Is Second in 
Five Years—First Cost the Lives of 


Thirty-two Miners. 


Diamondville, Wyo... Dec. 2.—Eighteen 
miners were instantly killed by an explo- 
sion early this morning in the Diamond Coal 
and Coke company’s mine No. 1. 


Every man in the mine at the time per- 
ished, The night force is small, their work 
being limited to knocking down coal to be 
taken out by the day shift. Had the explo- 
sion occurred in day time the loss of life 
would have been far greater. 5 

The theory advanced by the miners Is that 
a “blown out shot caused the explosion, 
which wrecked the mine and was felt all 
over the town, rocking buildings so violent- 
ly that their occupants ran out into the open, 


Second Disaster in Five Years. 

The news that there had been another dis- 
aster at the Diamond mine—the second in 
less than five years—quickly spread through 
the viliage, and practically the whole popu- 
lation of Diamondville flocked to the shaft. 

Wives and children of the dead miners were 
among those who rushed to the shaft, and 
the scenes there were most pathetic. Though 
men were ready to enter the shaft, it was 
impossible to do so owing to the after effects 
of the explosion, and Supt. Thomas Sheddon 
insisted that all precautions against fire 
should be taken. 


Rescuers Overcome by Gas. 


The explosion occurred 1,100 feet under 
ground and at least 3,000 feet from the mouth 
of the shaft. The explosion wrecked the 
brattlces and blocked the entrances to the 
lower levels of the mine, necessitating the 
removal of much débris before the miners 
could be reached. . 

When the rescuers finally went into the 
mine none could remain long: The crowds 
around the portal eagerly watched as car 
after car came up from below, but they 
brought up only rescuers who had been over- 
come by the afterdamp. It was nearly noon 
before the first body was brought up. 

The 800 coal diggers of the Diamond mines 
were assisted in the rescue work by many 
miners who came over from Kemmerer, a 
few miles distant. 

Many English miners who came direct to 


Diamondville and it is believed a majority of 
the dead are Englishmen.

CONTESTANT FOR PADEREWSEI 


PRIZE OFFERS BERLIOZ’S WORK. 

Spook of Famous French Composer 
Comes from Hudson Heights and 
Tries to Carry Off Trophy with Lit- 
tle Known Composition — Experts 
Think They Have Discovered a 
Genius Until Some One Recognizes 
otpotape and Fraud Is Exposed. 


New York, Dec. 2.—[Special. }—The spook of 
Hector Berlioz, the famous Fren h com- 
poser, who died in 1869, tried to capture the 
Paderewski prize for the orchestral com- 
position, open only to American composers. 
For this occasion only Berlios called himself 
John Rice and said he hailed from Hudson 
Heights, N. J., a center of industry and art 
which hitherto has not stung the busy world 
with fiddles and flutes. Hector Berlioz Rice 
of New Jersey did not get the prize, which 
went to Arthur Shepperd of Salt Lake City, 
for his overture entitled Ouverture Joy- 
euse.“

Damrosch Solves the Mystery. 


The next morning Mr. Damrosch turned up 
bright and early with the solution of the 
mystery. It was the Corsair ’’ overture of 
Berlioz, a work rarely played. The work of 
the famous Frenchman and that of the com- 
petitor for the prize of $500 were identical, 
note for note, from start to finish. The only 
difference was in the title. At first the judges 
planned to have the impostor arrested, but 
concluded they could do nothing.

Resolutions Adopted br Concordia 
Cemetery Association Calling on 
Citizens to Aid Its Fight on Loca- 
tion of Pleasure Grounds A@joining 
Burial Spote—Austin Alderman Ob- 
jects at Once to Vacation of Streets 
for Concern in That District. 


Decided opposition has developed to the 
location of two amusement parks in Harlem 
and Austin. Protests were voiced yesterday 
on behalf of the living and the dead. 
Residents of Austin want their children pro- 
tected from the influences of one park. The 
officers of the cemeteries of Hariem are 
shocked at the idea of the establishment of 
& great amusement institution at the gates 
of the place of buria‘. 

The Harlem protest came in the form of 
resolutions adopted by the Concord Ceme- 
tery association. 
company recently announced ite purchase 
of lands adjacent to Concordia and Wald- 
heim. Great signboards have heen erected 
around the timbered tract secured, herald- 
ing to the world the fact that the old oak 
groves are to be converted into a resort 


Protest from the Cemetery. 


The resolutions, signed by L. Lochner, 
chairman,.and Karl Schmidt, secretary of 
the association, recite, first, the fact that 
the grounds of the organization in Harlem 
have been used for cemetery purposes for 
more than thirty years. Concordia is con- 
trolled by the Lutheran churches of Chi- 
cago and vicinity. The fact that the amuse- 
ment company is about to oecupy certain 
grounds and erect certain buildings for the 
purpose of operating and carrying on a place 


mentioned. 

“The nature and character of the pro- 
posed undertaking,” the resolutions con- 
tinue, is such as, to our minds, is an at- 
front to the best. elements of society and in 
utter disregard of common decency And 
would much interfere with and disturb the 
physical comfort of relatives and friends 
visiting the cemeteries; it also would inter- 
fere with the services held daily in the ceme- 
terles. This is resented by the Lutherans 
and, undoubtedly, by the community at 


large.“ 
Ask Village to Aid. 


In view of these facts, the association pro- 
tests against the location of the enterprise. 
Furthermore, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

“That we especially request the village 


our reasonable demand, and take the neces- 
sary steps to compel the Beach Amusement 
company to locate a respectable distance 
from our cemetery, so as not to interfere 
with our burial services: and we further re- 
quest that all lawabiding citizens assist us 
against this proposed outrage and give us 
their undivided support and condemn the 
proposition of establishing places of amuse- 
ment near the last resting: places of our 
dead.“ 

To care for the fight against the park, the

Crowd of 80,000 Gathers for Interna- 
tional Rugby Match—New Impetus 
to College Game Abroad. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) * 
LONDON, Dec. 2.—Never has such a crowd 
assembled to watch a game of Rugby foo*- 
ball as saw England's defeat by New Zealand 
at the Crystal palace today by a score of 15 
to0. A greater crowd occasionally has seen, 
on the same ground, the final cup match of 
the professional association, but for 80,000 
people to come together to watch a Rugby 
game is a record. 

Special trains brought them from all parts 
of England, Scotland, and Wales. Over 15,000 
reserved seats in the stands were sold a fort- 
night ago and each one was applied for three 
times over. A few days ago a duke had to 
give $50 for four $1.25 seats. The visit of the 
New Zealanders has given an enormous 
fillip to the Rugby game, which has been 
going down steadily except in South Wales 
during the last decade. 

Now the New Zealanders have revived in- 
terest throughout the kingdom. Newspapers 
are devoting columns of space, not only to 
their matehes, but to their style of play and 
the general conditions of the Rugby game. 
The New Zealanders have attracted this at- 
tentioh not only by their brilliant series of 
victories but because they have developed 
the game to a stage beyond what has been 
known here.

“There is the search for the big fellows 
without regard to their scholarship, which 
is a dragging of scholastic standards in the 
dust.

The financial features at- 
tending the game as played at present are 
appalling.” 

Bragdon Asks for Reform. 

** Abolish or reform it,“ also was the opin- 
fon of Dr. H. C. Bragdon. “I would much 
rather reform the game, however,” he added,

I believe that the remedy for dan- 
gerous and brutal football lies in having a 
system of more open play. To be sure, some 
people think that this is more objectionable 
than mass plays, but I do not believe it.“ 

“TI am perfectly willing to have football 
abolished,” declared Harvey B. Hurd.

It is a game that scarcely 
harmonizes with the spirit of tae university, 
and I think something much more dignified 
could well be substituted.” 


Would Modify Game. 

James A. Patten said: “I believe in keep- 
ing the game, but with modifications. It 
wouldn't do to abolish athletics, for the boys 
are too fond of games. Athletics, such as 
football, create college spirt, an esprit de 
corps that is essential in college life. But 
the game should be so modified that the 
chances for serious injury would be lessened 
and summary punishmem inflicted on those 
who use brutal tactics.” 

C. T. Boynton urged a reform. “I am 
absolutely for the reform,” he said “ The 
game as it is played today certainly is brutal. 
I want to see more open play as used to ap- 
pear in the old Rugby game Now that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has interested himself in it, 
I believe the necessary reforms will be made. 
I am speaking feelingly about the game as it 
is played, for I have a boy at Hill school who 
is getting into it pretty deep.“ 

*T am not in favor of abolishing football 
at Northwestern, but I am strongly in favor 
of some radical changes in the style of play,“ 
said C. B. Congdon. 

Tam in favor of changing the game so 
as to make it less dangerous, said H H. C. 
Miller, vice president of the board of trustees, 
Jam not in favor of its abolition, but I 
do want rules adopted that will prevent the 
mass plays in which accidents usually occur, 
and that will bring into the game more open 
play, as in the old rugby game. I believe 
public sentiment will compel these changes. 


Professionalism Is Condemned. 
Colleges should also do away with pro- 
fessionalism,’’ he added. I think there has 
been nothing of that kind at Northwestern 
because the trustees and faculty have suc- 
cessfully opposed it. Otherwise I believe we 
should have won more games.“ 

“TI certainly would not abolish football,” 
said George P. Merrick. I think too much 
of the game. I would like to see its roughest 
features eliminated, however, and I think 
they will be. There are too many chances for 
serious injury in the game as it is played 
today. 

“A change in rules would unquestionably 
be beneficial,”’ said C. I, Wheeler, while Dr. 
Robert Sheppard sald: 

“TI suspect the game with us is about as 
it is elsewhere. It's pretty rough, and I 
should like to have the roughest features 
eliminated by doing away with mass plays. 
I hardly believe in abolishing the game be- 
cause the fellows who play it seem to en- 
joy it and they are in the game for fun only. 
The numerous accidents, however, ought to 
bring about a reform in the game.“ 

The football question promises to be a 
topic for discussion at the next faculty meet- 
ing after the Thanksgiving vacation.

OPEN PLAY GAINS

Maroons’ Title Undisputed. 


The situation in the west is much less com- 
plex as concerns the ranking of the leading 
teams, for the maroon has won an undisputed 
right to the championship title, Michigan is 
undeniably a close second, and the right of 
Wisconsin to stand next in line is as clear as 
is Minnesota’s position close at the heels of 
the Badgers. In the east there are two un- 
beaten teams which have not met and be- 
tween which the question of supremacy must 
be settled by argument rather than fact. 
Yale is credited almost unanimously with the 
leadership, however, and there are many who 
think that if Harvard had played Pennsyi- 
vania at a later date, when its — was 
farther along, the Quakers’ unbeaten record 

would have been destroyed and their ranking. 
made much lower than it can be fixed in view 
of their victory over the crimson, which later 
came so near Yale to a tie. 

A feature of the season was the fact that 


one team in each section did not allow its 


goal line to be crossed by an opponent, yet 
not a team in the country escaped without 
seeing a score chalked up against it. Yale 
did not permit a touchdown, but was scored 
on by a long goal from the field in the game 
with Princeton. Michigan also allowed no 
touchdown, but by ill judged folly on the part 
of one of its players was foreed to make a 
safety because of the Chicago captain's 
lightning like grasping of the possibilities of 
the situation and his opportunity to realize 
on them. Chicago was scored on once, the 
Indiana team, which was coached by a recent 
maroon captain and assistant coach, making ’ 
one touchdown in the early part of the season. 


Fewest Points Against Michigan. 


Michigan had the fewest possible pointe 
registered against it without keeping a clean 
record, as Chicago’s two points were all that 
were made off Yost’s machine. Tale allowed 
only four points, but in Yale’s case those . 
points cut little figure against the twenty- 
three piled up by Old Eli in the same game, 
while in Michigan’s case the two points which 
spoiled its record also brought defeat and the 
loss of the western championship after four 
years of possession. 

This defeat for Michigan will do footbal} 


in the west a lot of good, aside from all the 
other results of the season. The belief thas 
Yost’s team could not be beaten was becom- 
ing so general in the minds of the public as 


well as collegians that it detracted from the, 


interest in the game, and lessened the value 
of victory. Michigan men themselves had

fied. 


It is an odd feature of the year that the 


champion Chicago team failed to cross the 
goal line of two of its opponents. having 
beaten Wisconsin and Michigan without a 
touchdown in either game. This in itself is 
a demonstration of the value of the open 
game and particularly of the kicking game. 
A dropped goal from the field defeated the 
Badger hosts and one of Eckersall's long 
punts was primarily responsible for the de- 
feat of Michigan, because ‘t was the occasion 
of the lapse of brain work by Half Back 
Clark and furnished the opportunity which 
Marc Catlin’s brain was so quick to grasp. 
And even in the bruising style of football 
brain work cuts considerable figure alongside 
of brawn.

In all my experience I never discovered 
but two ball players from among the 
hundreds and hundreds that I have 
watched as a mother watches her babe.

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A suggestion made by Assistant Coach 
Hall of Illinois and elaborated*by Coach 
Lowenthal of the same team has the value of 
decided originality. This fs to devise some 
scheme of handicapping teams according to 
weight. Merely for the purpose of illustra- 
tion, say a team outweighed its opponent 
five pounds to the man, the idea would be to 
compel the heavier.team to gain six yards on 
three downs, while the lighter team had to 
gain only five; as at present. This would 
necessitate official weighers, of course. and 
the chief difficulty would be the delays neces- 
gary to readjust the figures in cases of fre- 
quent substitutions. The object, however, 
ig to lessen the necessity for substitutes. 


Possibilities of Scheme. 


At first glance the idea appears to be 
merely a scheme to handicap the big teams 
and give the little ones a chance. In actual 
operation, however, the thing has wider 
possibilities. It might, for instance, result 
in an effort on the part of every coach to 
keep the weight of his machine to the low- 
est possible figure, as is the case with entries 
for the running events on the turf. Each 
coach would have the choice of striving for 
weight with a disadvantage in distance or 
for lightness and speed with an advantage 
in distance. The probable result would be 
to lighten the teams, remove the high pre- 
mium on beef, and enlarge indefinitely the 
field from which material could be picked. 
If the desirable weight for a football player 
Was reduced from 190 to 180 pounds the 
supply of players would be increased, and if 
‘reduced to 170 it would be doubled, while a 
reduction of 150 pounds would include more 
than half the students in a college. 

Looking back at the season there are a 
few things which demand radical changes 
quite as much as the elimination of rough- 
ness. There is need of a better method of 
determining the eligibility of players and a 
higher standard of sportsmanship both in 
the game itself and in its government. 
There also is need of an established corps 
of officials, who would owe their selection 
not to the competing colleges, but to some 
authority strong enough to uphold them 
in a rigid enforcement of every rule. 

Such incidents ds the Schulte case, the 
Barry case, and the Boone case, not to men- 
tion many others of similar nature, are a 
greater injury to the sport in some ways 
than its roughness. Such officials as Hack- 
ett of Fort Sheridan and Rhinehart of La- 
fayette, acting under the direction of a com- 
petent governing body, could free the games 
from many of the present objectionable 
features. Their names are mentioned here 
because they have given the most recent 
demonstrations of how to make a game clean 
and fast. 


Leaders Have Material to Develop. 


Locking forward to next season the three 
leading teams of the west have some new 
material to develop. Chicago will lose four 
food men in Capt. Catlin, Bezdek, and 
Hitchcock, who have played their four years 
here, and Sherer, who played three years at 
the University of Washington. Michigan 
may not lose a man of its present team. Capt. 
Norcross and Barlew both graduate next 
June, but Norcross could be induced to re- 
turn probably with little urging, while Bar- 
low has decid#4 already to take a post-grad- 
uate course. Schulte may not play another 
year, for, if Yost attempts it, formal protests 
probably will be made. There should be 
determined a rigid list of the institutions in 
the country which are to be classed as eol- 
leges and what are to be considered pre- 
paratory schools hereafter. 

Wisconsin will suffer the greatest loss of the 
three leaders. Five W veterans have 
played their four years. They are Remp, 
Bertke, Bush, Findlay, and Capt. Vander- 
boom. Besides these Dering and Melzner 
are to graduate next year, and probably will 
not return in the fall. To offset this, however, 
Wisconsin has the best outlook for material 
from the first year men. The Badger fresh- 
men defeated Chicago's freshmen, who are 
considered a strong and promising aggrega- 
tion, and also won from the Minnesota fresh- 
men, ‘

‘Chicago and Fall River Association 
Football Teams Play a Drawn 
Game in Eastern Territory. 


Fall River, Mass., Dec. 2.—[Special. }—The 
Chicago association football team today 
played a drawn game with Fall River, each

The local team was far stronger than on 

Thanksgiving day, and was composed chiefly 
of a number of players from the Pan-Amer- 
jean club, which won the championship at 
the Buffalo exposition from St. Louis and 
Canadian teams.

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Why Anson Released Egan, 
a Great Second Baseman. 


One great trouble is that a good ball 
player may never be recognized as such 
even by the most astute managers. For 
managers may have their prejudices as 
well as common white folks. I remem- 
ber distinctly that Anson thought poor 
Jiggs Parrott was a good ball player. 

Also, I remember that Anson released 
one of the best second basemen that ever 
wore a spike on account of one of the 
best plays ever a baseman made. The 
victim of Anson’s wrath was Bad Bill“ 
Egan—and never a better ball player 
wore shoes. 

Egan was playing his usual sloppy but 
wonderfully effective game at second, 
and perhaps his style, contrasted with 
Pfeffer’s brilliant work and showy play- 
ing, was too much for Cap.“ Anyhow, 
he didn't think much of Egan. One day, 
in a close game, with a man on seqond, 
some one hit a slashing bounder to Egan; 
who fumbled it. He blocked down the 
ball, but could not recover it in time to 
throw out the fast runner at first. He 
knew this, and, pouncing after the ball 
in a flash, he grabbed it and without stop- 
ping to look made a perfect throw to 
third. 

Egan knew that the runner going from 
second base was going to turn third and 
then stop to see if the ball had rolled far 
enough to permit him to score, so he 
made the throw to third. The runner was 
ten feet past the base, treading alr. 
Dahlen, who was playing third, was sound 
asleep and the ball shot by within an inch 
of his head, hit the grand stand, and a 
run scored, while the other runner 
reached third, scoring later and beating

Every. ball player, no matter what he 
says, believes himself the best that ever 
happened. Men who hit .180 year in and 
year out confidently declare they really 
are better hitters than Lajole because, 
they say, every one of their hits counts.

He 
had speed, curves, and a good change of 
pace, and Anson thought he could develop 
the boy into a wonder. Finally, after a 
month on the bench he was trotted out to 
pitch a game. He gave two bases, hit 
two batters, and was soaked for two sin- 
gies and a triple before Anson could yank 
him out of the game. That night he said 
to me: “ What do you think of that big 
stiff? He took me out just when I was 
getting ready to put the foolers on the 


ball.“ 
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How Some Players Will 
Hunt tor Excuses for Errors. 

Groundkeepers in every city know, per- 
haps better than any others, just how 
players will hunt for excuses. After every 
error they make they hunt around the 
grounds, and if an inflelder can find a 
pebble within twenty feet of where the 
error was made the groundkeeper will be 
lucky to escape with his life after the 
game. 

At one time—when the famous Can 
brothers—Willie Can Rapp and Large Can 
Snooks—were the groundkeepers at Cin- 
cinnati, the reds tried out a new third 
baseman to succeed the inimitable Arlie 
Latham, and in the first game that third 
baseman came near kicking the cover off 
the ball with his shins. And, when he 
reached the clubhouse, he let out a wall 
about how rotten the grounds were and 
how much better the field was at Wapako- 
neta, or wherever he had played.

After Conklin won the championship 
it was agreed to put the cup out of commis- 
sion by having those who had won legs on 
it play a series of games, the winner to take 
the trophy. Foss and Townsend, for some 
unknown reasons, stepped down and out, 
which left Poggenburg, Gardner, and Conk- 
lin to battle for it.

Through Bringing Out Jewett, the 
Class Converted Colt, _ 


First High 
Expires at Ripe Age—Prices at Old 


Glory Sale Fall Below Expectations. |

Isaac Smith, at one time among the best 
known trotting horse breeders of the blue 
grass region, and the first president of the 
Kentucky Trotting Horse Breeders’ associa- 
tien, died the other day at a ripejage. 

Although for a number of years Mr. Smith 
had not been identified with harness horse in- 
terests, he was a well known figure in his 
day. But, instéad of deriving his importance 
from any official! position, he was best known 
as the breeder of the black gelding, Jewett, 
the first horse of high class as a com trot- 
ter to be converted to the pace and win a lot 
‘of races at that way of going. In 187% Jewett, 
then a 3 year old, won a race for trotters of 
that age at Lexington, the event correspond- 
‘Ing to the stake now known as the futurity. 

Not only did he beat all the best 3 year olds 
the blue grase—at that time the 
acknowledged nursery of the fastest 
colt trotters—but in addition he set the 
record for trotters of his age at 2: „ dis- 
Placing the mark of 2:25% made a couple of 
months previous by Steinway, also a Ken- 
tucky product, who later was taken to Cak- 
fornia, where he became the progenitor of a 
Jot of fast horses at both the trot and pace. 


Performance Attracts Attention. 


Jewett's record was made in October, and 


=a 
a the performance naturally attracted a lot ot 
attention to the colt, although not many 
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horsemen outside of his own state had seen 
him, as in those days the Lexington meeting 
Was not, as it now is, the gathering place of 
horse lovers from all parts of the country. 
But among the men who read about the black 
Volt and his wonderful speed was a certain 
rich Philadelphian who was looking for the 
best trotter that money would buy. and he 
decided that Jewett would certainiy fill the 
bill. He therefore consulted John Turrer, a 
crack horseman, and persuaded the trainer to 
leave his comfortable home and take a long 
and unpleasant winter trip to Lexington, for 


4 in 1879 the railroad accommodations in the

Finally the pair of Philadelphians reached 
Lexington, struck a hotel where the bed and

to be quartered. Turner thought the hotel 
office fire would do for his until morning, but 
the would-be owner was insistent, so Turner 
finally gave way, and the pair trudged tothe 
Stable. Jewett, the colt of which they had 
heard so much, was led out and the lignts 
turned on. Turner took just one look at his 
general conformation, turned on his heel, and 
started for the hotel. 
Fail to Buy Jewett. 

The man who wanted to buy the colt and 
had come all the way from Philadelphia for 
that purpose, naturally was surprised at this 
move, but as Turner never stopped or locked 
back, he was perforce compelled to follow 
him. Once at the hotel and alongside the 
fire Turner explained that he saw enough of 
Jewett's conformation in the one glance he 
took to satisfy him that the horse was not 
a good buy at the asking. price, and that 
ended it. No amount of pérsuasion could 
induce him to take another peek at Jewett 
in the morning, and, back to Philadeiphia 
went the two men. 

Turner was right as to Jewett’s conforma- 
tion, and it cannot be said that the black 
gelding was a successful racehorse at the 
trot, although he took a record of 2:20 at 
that-way of going. In the meantime he had 
been sold to a Pittsburg man named Peter 
Schaatz, and finally came into the stable of 
Knapsack McCarthy. Jewett had al- 
Ways been a double gaited horse, and, see- 
ing that he wanted to pace a good deal of 
the time, McCarthy shod him for work at 
that gait and had a pacer right from the 
mart. 

Brushes Knees Every Time. 

But here the conformation of the horse, to 
which Turner had objected in such a forcible 
and chat.<teristic manner, came into play. 
Shoe Jewett as he would, McCarthy could 
not prevent him from brushing his knees. 
It was not the ordinary brushing. by any 
means, but a steady whacking that could 
be plainly heard even when the horde was 

‘at top speed, and the knee boots showed 
what the black horse did every time he was 
raced or worked. 

It seemed impossible that any horse could 
win races while banging away at his knees 
as Jewatt did, but the ex-colt champion 
showec that in some respects at least he 
Was superior to ordinances, as he lost all 
the unsteadiness that had been a feature of 
his work as a trotter, and in no time at all 
could beat 2:20 at the pace. Then he began 
winning races on the grand circuit. He was 
something of a star there for a couple of 
seasons, racing game as a bulldog, and low- 

ering his record to 2:14.. Then he was taken 
te the half mile tracks and paced winning 
races there long after the average horse 
would have bees outclassed by old age. 

For sixteen consecutive years Jewett was 
raced, beginning as a 3 year old, and then he 
wert on the road and was of use in fun

Record Soon Is Broken. 


Jewett's champion performance as a3 year 
old did not stand long, as in 1881, two years 
after it was made, Phil Thompson, the only 
BS year old ina stake for 4 year oldsand under, 
trotted in 2:21 at the Garfield park track in 
this city, defeating among others the black 
stallion Director, who afterwards became 
famous as a campaigner anda sire.

plausible argument to the effect that ‘his 
greatness in the speed producing line Is just 
dawning. It is only during. the last three 
years that Cresceus has had a fair number 
of high class mares every season, and that 
the produce of a good many of them will trot 
fast seems inevitable, even were they sired 
by a common horse instead of by a well bred 
stallion that is the fastest of his kind and the 
best racehorse trotter the world has seen. 


Crescent a Good Trotter. 


From a mare not above the common in some 
respects Cresceus got Crescent Route, which 
trotted a mile in 2:08%, Is good gaited, and 
a fine individual to boot. Cresceus himself 
is not .an attractive horse unless at speed, 
when all his plainness is forgotten in the pur- 
ity of his gait and the determined way in 
which he goes after an opponent. That with 
a special preparation he could have beaten 
2 minutes when at his best horsemen do 
not doubt, and there is something more in 
his blood lines than the Robert McGregor end 
of the pedigree, as his dam is the dam also 
of Nightingale, 2:10. trotting, and that mare 
in turn has produced Barongale, 2:11%. asa 
4 year old, and good enough at 3 to get sec- 
ond money in the Kentucky Futurity won by 
Sadie Mac. 

Miss Adbell, this year’s Futurity winner, 
was not wanted by the New York auction 
buyers, ahd she practically was bid in.

Janvier Secures Director General. 


W. R. Janvier, a New York man who un- 
derstands the art of advertising a horse bet- 
ter, perhaps, than any one else in the busi- 
neas, bought the other day at private sale 
from the well known driver, George Starr, 
the black stallion, The Director General, pay- 
ing for him the stiff price of $12,500. 

Several years ago, just after Starr had bred, 
developed, raced, and sold for.a long price 
the little pacer Planet, giving him a race 
mark better than 2:05, he attended the dis- 
persal sale of a Philadelphia breeder with 
whose horses he was familiar and bought 
for a little over $4,000 the animal that he now 
has sold for three times that sum. The Di- 
rector General was then a 2 year old, and 
Starr knew him to be one of the fastest and 
best gaited young trotters in the world. But 
as soon as the driver had put a good chunk 
of his own money into the stallion the bad 
luck that is proverbial when drivérs buy 
horses began to manifest itself. One thing 
after another went wrong with the son of 
Director, until, finally, he fell lame in such 
fashion that it was idle to think of training. 
him again. By this time Starr was located 
at Terre Haute, and was pretty well discour- 
aged. There was nothing to do, however, but 
breed the horse to such mares as could be 
secured for him in a town where Axtell, Jer- 
sey Wilkes, and other stallions with reputa- 
tions already made were established, and the 
result was that The Director Genera) did 
little stud duty.

Mike, the lighter of the 
fighting brothers, pushed Jimmy Gardner 
out of the limelight when he trimmed him 
on the night of Nov. 24 and Jack brought 
himself more prominently before the pugilis- 
tic public Tuesday night, when he adminis- 
tered a beating to Mike Schreck.

His match with 
Mike, therefore, was looked upon as a set- 
up for him, which the betting indicated. 
Gardner demonstrated in his fights on the 
coast and elsewhere that he was thoroughly 
posted on all the fine points of the game and 
that he carried a winning punch in. either 
hand. Mike, it was admitted, was equally 
as well scienced as Jimmy, and it was also 
conceded that he lacked the punch to shorten 
a fight. 
Gans Go Looks Better Now. 

His best battle, prior to his win over Gard- 
ner, was that with Lightweight Champion 
Joe Gans, whom he held better than even for 
fifteen rounds. He was not, however, given 
much credit for his showing in that contest. 
as Gans, it was said, had retrograded. It 
seems, judging from the manner in which 
he handled Gardner, that his work against 
Gans was of championship caliber and that 
he is a much better fighter than students of 
the game credited him with being. He dem- 
onstrated this against the supposedly in- 
vincible Gardner and in a manner which left 
no room for argument. 

Gardner lays his defeat to being handi- 
capped in weight, forgetting, as is generally 
the case with beaten fighters; that he met 
and defeated other fighters much heavier 
than Sullivan. The welterweight champion- 
ship, which he captured by defeating “‘ Bud- 
dy Ryan, is now in the possession of Mike, 
and it is presumed he will defend it against 
all comers. 

Twin Jack’s victory over Schreck places 
him in line for the light heavyweight cham- 
pionship and the probabilities are hg will be 
Elven the chance to meet the winner of the 
coming Jack O’Brien-Bob Fitzsimmons fight. 
Schreck aspired for both the light heavy and 
the heavyweight championships and had he 
defeated Jack he would have made efforts to 
secure a match with the winner of the 
O’Brien-Fitzsimmons battle. Falling in that 
he intended making it warm for Champion 
Marvin. Hart. Jack claims he can flight at 
the middleweight limit, 158 pounds, but 
those in close touch with him take no stock 
in these claims. 


Schreck’s Post-Mortem Tale. 

Schreck attributes his defeat to inability 
to make the required weight, 165 pounds. He 
was compelled to lie in a Turkish. bath the 
greater part of the day of the contest to get 
down to the scale limit. This naturally 
weakened him, as accounts of the fight state 
he was pretty well fagged toward the close. 
Mike has been fighting in good form for over 
a year and he and his manager, Billy Hogan, 
were cocksure of winning. 

Interest in the coming Bob Fitzsimmons- 
Jack O’Brien fight is increasing, but the 
sports who fellow the gam are still unde- 
cided as to how to place their money. Al- 
though the admirers of the old fellow have 
implicit cénfidence in his ability to trim the 
shifty and elusive Philadelphian, they will 
wait until a few days before the day of the 
battle to see if the old man is in condition to 
fight up to his old time standing before they 
back him. They remember his condition be- 
fore and after his battle with George Gardner 
and they demand positive proof that his 
fighting tools are fit to deal out wallops and 
that his shuffling feet are strong enough to 
carry him over the route.

CITY ASSOCIATION TO PASS ON 
THREE LEAGUE CASES TODAY. 


—— 


Howard and Schneider Apply for Re- 
Met to Executive Committee Under 
Modified Laws—Move Under Way to 
Compel Lecal Leagues to Take Out 
Sanctions for Tournaments from 
National Congress in Order That 
Their Records May Be Accepted. 


Members of the executive committee of the 
Chicago Bowling association will meet this 
afternoon under the new rule calling for a 
session on the first Sunday in each month, 
The meeting this afternoon is set for 3 o'clock 
at Mussey's for the purpose of granting re- 
leases to players who desire to drop one of 
the three leagues in which they already have 
bowled and substitute some other. The first 
cases to be heard will be those of Judge ”’ 
George B. Howard and Otto Schneider. 

The meeting will be the first one under the 
new modification of the three league limit 
rule, and many bowlers all over the city will 
watch with interest the disposal that is made 
of the cases. 

Another ease which will have important 
meanings to many of the good bowlers will 
probably be gone into, the case of the Illinois 
league. Many of the really good bowlers 
started out with that league when it opened 
its schedule at Anson's, and made it their 
third league. As a consequence these play- 
ers are placed in the position of not knowing 
whether the Illinois is to be reckoned as their 
third league or whether, the organization 
having died a natural death, the rule is ab- 
rogated in that case. 

Anticipated action on the part of the offi- 
clals indicates that they will pass a resolu- 
tion declaring the IlMnols league to be out of 
existence and allowing the bowlers who have 
rolled in it to be declared eligible to bow! in 
Another league in place of it, if they so desire. 

It is anticipated: tnat the officials at the 
meeting this afternoon will take some action 
regarding sanctioning tournaments. A rule 
on the American Bowling congress books 
provides that no record can be allowed unless 
the league or tournament in which it has 
been made has previously obtained a sanc- 
tion from the secretary of the A. B. C. Few 
if any of the local leagues have secured such 
sanction, and the officials this afternoon will 
try to devise some way for compelling local 
leagues to take out these sanctions. Treas- 
urer Frank L. Pasdeloup of the A. B. C. has 
designed a certificate covering this sanctfon, 
and it will probably be accepted at today’s 
meeting, with the added proviso that all local 
Alleykeepers be asked to secure one and. ve 
up to the rules. These sanctions cost §2 
each. 

Already the Chicago and Monroe leagues 
have taken out licenses, and under the rules 
this will establish Frank Brill’s 251% aver- 
age for three games and Phil Wolf's 298 
single game as records. In the past higher 
records have been made, but these were 
established before the present conditions of 
square gutters and sixteen pound balls were 
in vogue.

Will Disappear in Year or Two.

with that chilly dampness peculiar to this

for every winter it never fails to come along 
In a different disguise. 
Influenza has made its appearance this year | 


in the shape of a violent neuraigia, accom- f 


panied by a high temperature. It began 


some years ago, as ite victims have cause 


to remember, with a rheumatic type which 


affected the lungs in its later stages. This 
was the most fatal form the disease took. 

Next the digestive system was attacked, 
and this year the nerves, especially those 
of the head and face, are sought out and 
tortured. 

Chemists report a large sale of drugs di- 
rected towards relieving attacks of neuralgia 
and headathes, while facial pains are almost 
universal at the present moment. 


Disease Runs in Cycles. 

“I believe we are in for a-repetition of 
the headaches and neuraigia of the 008,“ 
said a Marley street specialist to a Dally 
Mail interviewer. “ These also followed the 
outbreak of influenza in 1810-’50. So far aa

with an epidemic of neuralgia and head- 
aches.

Quinine is the most effective rem- 
edy for the attack.“ 

Another medical man with a large general 


practice said: 


No doubt exists in my own mind that 
influenza is at the *. A.- of the prevalent 
neuralgia. Many patients have come to me 
after a sleepless night. In one case I had 
a visit from a solicitor in the middle of the 
day. He explained that he was unfit to 
work. I treated his neuralgia locally by 
spraying a volatile fluid upon the parts 
affected. This causes intense coldand imme- 
diate relief. The solicitor, exhausted by 
sleepleesness and pain, fell asleep in my con- 


sultine room.” 


Different Temperature for Each. 

A curious point about the recurring phases 
of influenza is that éach is accompanied bya 
different temperature. The first was marked 
by 105 degrees, the second or stomachic 
variety by 103 degrees, and the latest, or 
neuraigic, by 101 degrees. 

“We are becoming immune from attacks 
of influenza,” sald a thirdauthority. About 
90 per cent of the population of the 
country must have had !t at on- time or an- 
other, for it ig the most infectious disease 
imaginable. Our blood has gradually formed 
a toxin or fuld which kills the germs, and 
this is so far perfected in its efficicn y that 
manifestations of the disease are becoming 


a relatively low temperature, is its latest 
form. After persisting for a season or two 
the Influenza will. probably disaprear, to re- 
turn when the immune popu'ation has died 
out thirty, forty, or fifty years hence.”

BOGUS DOG DOCTORS MENACE 
FASHIONABLE CANINE PETS. 


London Veterinarians Protest Against 
Harmful Nostrums Prepared by Un- 
. qualified Practitioners,

LONDON. Dec. 2. Dog owners have to be 
careful where they take their sick pets fer 
treatment, as it would appear that even in 
the eminently respectable west end of Lon- 
don serious danger lurks at the hands of, to 
all out ward appearance, skilled but bogus dog 
doctors. 

So serious has the evil become that a na- 
tional canine defense league has been formed 


to make strenuous efforts to bring to public 


notice the evils of administering to dogs - 
called “ remedies * compounded by unquall- 
fied practitioners. 

A letter which the Daily Mail received from 
J. 8. Hurndall, consulting veterinary su*- 
geon to the league, points out that drugs ad- 
vertised and sold as vermifuges or worm 
destroyers are in most cases the cause uf 
eerious injuries to dogs treated. 

“The growth of quack dog doctors and 
bogus medicines during the last few years 
has deen appalling,” says a fellow of th 
Royel College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

“These dog specialists, as they call them- 
selves, are especially prevalent in the wert 
end. They usually are dog dealers with a 
good knowledge of canine habits, but in abso- 
jute ignorance of medicine. One of their fa- 

vorite remedies is ground glass mixed with 
linseed med] or treacle ard made into pts. 
This remedy, which is a survival of medieval 
practice, cannot possibly do any good and 
generally sets up acute irritation, frequent- 
ly resulting in death. 

“On one oceasion three valuable dachs- 
hunde were brought to me in terrible agony, 
and in spite of all my efforts died shortly 
after their arrival. I found that their owner 
had dosed them with a certain sirup—a wide- 
ly advertised remedy—which in certain doses 
and certain stages of the disease is polson- 


ous.”

Instance of Discrimination.

But the Webster refinery lost the 
use of the car for a sufficient length of time 
to cripple it, because it has no more cars than 
it can use at any time. 


„Another Trick of Trade. 

Then there is the old trick of putting cheap 
oll in barrels with the best brands on them. 
The oll business is not like the whisky busi- 
ness—a barrel can be used agaln. So they 
sometimes put a cheap grade of oil in a Per- 
fection barrel and sell it to the dealer as Per- 
fection; The dealers of Kansas are not edu- 
cated to the oll business or the tricks of it 
and they take the cheap oll unquestioningly, 
and, when their customers kick, charge it 
up to some error in refining that particular 
bunch of crude and explain it that way. 

Then there is the other old trick of shipping 
oll in other barrels than those made by the 
Standard or for the Standard. A great por- 
tion of the barrels used in the trade in this 
part of the world at the present day are bar- 
rels made for the Republic Oil company by 
the Great Western Manufacturing company 
at Cleveland, O., and yet the Republic Oi! 
company in the courts of Missouri, at this 
minute is denying that it has any connec- 
tion directly or indirectly with the Standard 
Oil company.

{FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THB TRIBUNE.) | 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—Having attained his sixty-seventh birthday, which marks the 
age limit in the British army, Lieut. Gen. Sir William Butler, K. C. B., has retired from 
the active list, and the empire loses thereby the services of one of its most fearlessly 
honest and capable soldiers. His last service was a scathing exposure of the South 
African war stores scandals by which the country was swindled 
money. He shocked the easy chair occupants of the war office and violated all the 
traditions of the service by writing the report in such a style that it actually made in- 
teresting reading. Sir William himself is a stanch liberal, and it is not improbable that 
he may obtam a seat in parliament at the next general election. Unmiuzzied and free 
from the military shackles, he would be a power there. 

The story of what at the time was practically his military martyrdom in South 
Afrioa is well known. He not only foresaw the fighting strength of the Boers but mis- 
trusted the capitalists of South Africa and all their ways and works. His warning to the 
government prior to the war made him the target of the most malignant attacks by the 
imperialist party and led to his recall under circumstances hardly short of public dis- 
Had his warnings been heeded there would either have been no war or a war 
much more brief and much less costly, because it would have been entered upon with 
knowledge of what sart of job the army had to tackle. ‘ 
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He is the most sunny tempered, jovial, and 
kind hearted. monarch in Christendom. 
When he came to the throne-his people were 
bent upon proclaiming a republic. But by 
his mipgled good humor and shrewdness he 
has entirely reconciled them both to thepres- 
ent form of government and to the dynasty, 


Even the Pope Smokes. 


Even the pope smokes, and is the firat pon- 
tiff of the Roman Catholic church to indulge 
in cigars, his predecessors, notably Pius IX. 
and Leo XIII., having contented themselves 
with snuff. 

Perhaps the fact that Emperor Nicholas is 
fond of cigarets will not be regarded just at 
present by most people in this country asa 
testimonial in their favor. Yet it must not 
be forgotten that reforms such as those 
which are now being inaugurated in his do- 
minions cannot well be brought about with- 
out popular upheavals, involving disturb- 
ances and bloodshed. But when quiet has 
been at length restored, and when his people 
have settled down to the enjoyment of the 
concessions made to them by the crown, he 
will be remembered then, and will likewise 
live in history as the czar who endowed Rus- 
sia with a constitution. 


Tobacco as Adjunct in Diplomacy. 


It is a peculiar fact that the leading Mos- 
lem rulers refrain from smoking, and it was 
doubtless owing to the fact that he never 
indulged in tobacco himself that the cigarets 
of the late Khedive Tewflk were so abomina- 
ble. Indeed, I am convinced that one of the 
reasons why he was subjected to so much 
bullying and badgering by the various min- 
isvers and consuls accredited to his court 
was because the cigarets which he was wont 
to offer them were so execrable that i re- 
quired the strongest dose of courtesy possi- 
ble to make even a pretense of smoking 
them. the result being that he nad to bear 
the full brunt of every disagreeable first 
thought that came to the mind of his for- 


‘eign visitors, his cigarets offering no in- 


ducement for them to refieot) before epeak- 
ing, and tending, moreover, to irritate rather 
than to soothe their tempers. 

Tewfik failed to realige that tobacco was 
what the late Lord Hampthill was wont to 
describe as a “picoe of diplomatic ma- 
-chinery ot the utmost importance. I often 
wonder if those who, like Justice David 
Brewer, are accustomed to wax eloquent on 
the subject of the alleged pernicious effects 
of the herba nicotima, realise the important 
part which it has played during the last 
200 years in the history of the world, its in- 
fluence upon the course of political events 
having been almost invariably of a bene- 
ficlal character. Not only have its narcotic 
properties tended to soothe the angry pas- 
sions of those entrusted with the conduct 
of international relations, but it has also 
afforded them the opportunity of thinking 
before they spoke, and allowed time for 
those second thoughts which, in diplomacy 
and statecraft, at any rate, are always the 
best. People are often disposed to make 
fun of the so-called pipe of peaceand: to 
regard it as a mere form of speech, originat- 
ing with the red Indians. But tobacco, 
whether in the form of a cigaret or of snuff, 
of a pipe or of 4 cigar, has ever proved a 
powerful and effective aid to the main- 
tenance of peace, and, as such, [ts use de- 
serves to be fostered and propagated by 
all patriotic and lawabiding citizens, in lieu 
of being condemned as noxious. 


Cigaret Takes Place of Snuffbox. 


As a general rule, the cigaret may be said 
to have supplanted the pinch of enuff in 
diplomacy, and the man who formerly could 
conceal his embarrassment and collect his 
thoughts for an appropriate answer during

Why Sultan Doesn't Smoke. 

One word in conclusion. The suitan of 
Turkey is so frequently portrayed in the 
comic papers of this country as in the act 
of smoking a hockah, or a chibouk, that 
many of my readers will have difficulty in 
believing that he never touches tobacco. 
This abstinence on his part is not duc toany 
distaste for the weed, but to his affiliation 
with the all powerful and mysterious Order 
of the Senoussi, which, surpassing in num- 
bers, range of power, and wealth the Society 
of Jesus, even in the palmiest days of that 
fraternity, embraces about 30,000,000 Mo- 
hammedans—that is to say, over a third of 
the total number of the faithful. The order 
was founded about seventy years ago by 
an Algerian of the tribe of Medjaher named 
Ben Ali el Senoussi, and its doctrines, which 
are of the most fanatic order, strictly pro- 
hibit the use of tobacco. The grand master 
of the order, who, like Moses of old. when 
he came down from the mount, never shows 
himself to his followers save with his face 
veiled, makes his headquarters at Jerboub, 
on the Tripoli- tian border, and has his 
representatives at every Moslem court and 
in every tribe professing Islam from: the 
Atlantic ehores of Morocco to the Pacific. 
Abdul Hamed, thé present sultan of Turkey, 
has long been connected with the order, and 
even those Moslem rulers who do not belong 
thereto are nevertheless sufficiently in dread 
of its decrees to sacrifice their personal 
tastes to its behests. 


MOST LUXURIOUS OF TRAINS 
FOR ROYAL TOUR OF INDIA. 


Coaches and Equipment Built for Trip 
of Prince and Princess of Wales Are 
Without Equal in the World. 


CALCUTTA, Dec. 2.—The Indian govern- 
nt bake built for the prince and princess of 
ales for their tour of India a train in re- 

spect to size and luxury without equal in the. 
world. It has been made from the designs 
of H. Kelway-Bamber, the carriage super- 
intendent of the East Indian railway, and 
has been built from raw materials in India 
by native laber. The best workmen of Ben- 
gal, Bombay, Burmah, and the Puma ub 
suared in ite construction, so tha the making 
of this regal train was a ma.ter of imperial 
interest 


The train is composed of nine enormous 
saloon carriages, seven of which are 72 feet 
long, about 12 feet longer than the main 
line saloons in use on the trunk railways, 
each of these carriages being borne on twelve 
Wheels. Dach coach weighs forty-five tons. 
The whole train ts 630 feet long, and weighe 
approximately 375 tons. 

Each carriage, whether it be royal day 
saloon, boudoir, sleeping saloon, or staff, 
dining, or cooking carriage, is a model of 
perfection in its own line. Each connects 
with the next by means of @ gangway, and it 
is possible to walk from end to end of the 
train. The external sunshades—eco common 
on Indian railways—have been abandoned in 
this train, materiale of greet heat resisting 
properties having been substituted for the 
body, side panels, and the roofs, the latter 
being of the domed or clerestory pattern. 

Bvetything that could be introduced for re- 
Meving the tedium of a long journey ln a hot 
country ie to be found in this train. For the 
Arat time full sized baths, in specially ar- 
ranged bathrooms, with shower vaths and 
douches, have been added to the rapidly in- 
creasing. list of traveling comforts.

And in so far 
as Canadian companies are concerned when 
such liability exceeds the amount brought 
out dy the company in its own valuation the 
department uses its own figures. This part 
of the work employs a considerable number 
of expert clerks during a great part of each 
year. In the cases given in Mr. Fitzgerald's 
memorandum the companies have strength- 
ened their reserves to a point beyond that 
required by the insurance act by between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000, 

It is pointed out by critics, however, that 
there are ways even under the sharp Cana- 
dian system of supervision of dissipating the 
policy holder’s money. For example, there 
is the question of expensive management.

Industrial Combines in Numbers. 

The gigantic conspiracy charges under the 
anti-combine law of Canada, which have been 
undertaken by the crown law authorities of 
the province of Ontario, are receiving 
strength from an unexpected quarter, name-~- 
ly, the federal tariff commission inquiry. 
The provincial disclosures began with the 
discovery of plumbing exactions. Before the 
tariff commission had gone far in its investi- 
gations respecting the conditions of trade 
and manufacturing in their relations to the 
custom's duties. it became painfully evident 
that the combine in the plumbing trade 
brought to light in the province of Ontario, 
astounding as it proved as its various rami- 
fications unfolded themselves, was a mere 


drop in the bucket. compared to other com- 


binations in restraint of trade contrary to 
law which hold all Canada by the throat. 

In connection with tariff, prices in Canada 
and elsewhere, competition. dumping, and 
manufacturing in many leading lines of in- 
dustry, it has come out that combines em- 
bracing every province of the dominion have 
come into existence. Individual liberty in 
trading, which. the dominion anti-combine 
act was supposed to secure, ie found to be 
fettered and helpless. 
missioners make their report to the govern- 
ment this question of combines will no doubt 
be taken up and dealt with by the light that 
in the meantime will have been shed by the 
Ontario cases, on the way they work in re- 
straint of trade. If the existing law is found 
ineffective it may be amended. 


Ottawa Chicago of Canada. 

Ottawa’s manifest destiny to become the 
Chicago of Canada as a railway center is be- 
coming more rapidly realized than could have 
been supposed possible when the prediction 
was first made. The Grand Trunk rallway, 
having secured an entrance into the capitas 
by the absorption of the Canada Atlantic 
system, has decided on the erection of an 
immense depot and hotel on the site of the 
present Canada Atlantic railroad depot. The 
Canadian Pacific has received options on a 
large number of properties adjoining the site 
referred to for a separate entrance of its own 
into the joint depot, with spacioue yards and 
convenient approaches. The New York Cen- 
tral, which recently acquired the Ottawa and 
New York railway, with entrance to the joint 
central depot, is preparing to make impor- 
tant improvements and extensions here ana 
all along the line next spring. 

The Canadian Northern, which last week 
drove the last spike for the present year on 
the west bound extension of its main Line, at 
Edmonton, is proceeding with surveys 
arouné Ottawa for two lines into the capital 
from the west and one from the east. Of the 
two western lines one is coming in direct 
from Toronto and the other from French 
river, the latter giving a short cut from the 
lakes to the sea for western traffic. The 
eastern road will enter from Hawkesbury, 
where it connects with the Great Northern. 

The Canadian Northern now operates 2,500 
miles of railway between Port Arthur and 
the northwest, of which 2,000 miles are west 
of Winnipeg. In the Atlantic provinces it 
has a line connecting Halifax, N. 8., with the 
Annapolis valley, and another in Cape Breton 
island from Caneo to Broad Cove, where the 
company owns and operatesacoal mine. All 
these sections east and west will soon be con- 
nected, forming a continuous third trans- 
continental railway, which in the far west is 
already at Edmonton, and next spring will 
be reaching out through the Rockles for the 
Pacific coast. 


Manitoba to Try Phone Ownership. 

Manitoba is the first of the provinces to 
take advantage of the telephone ownership 
inquiry set on foot by the federal govern- 
ment at the last session of the Dominion par- 
lament and to take up the question of estab- 
lishing a telephone system owned by the peo- 
ple. Premier Roblin of Manitoba has an- 
nounced his government will establish such 
a system, to be controlled jointly by the 
municipalities and the province. The gov- 
ernment aims at giving the artisan and labor- 
ing man who desires it the benefits and con- 
venience of the phone now available only to 
eda professional men, and people of 
elsure.

THE LAW OF THE ROAD. 

There was an interesting conference last 
week between President Eckhart of the 
west park board and some automobilists 
who are unwilling to be lintited to so low a 
rate of speed on the boulevards as ten miles. 
an hour. One of them, after urging that the 
discretion of the driver should be the only 


limitation, said that it is almost impossible | 


to run an automobile with a powerful engine 
at so low a rate of speed as ten miles an hour. 

‘President Eckhart’s comment on that was 
that “fifteen years ago the city began a 
crusade for track elevation to prevent the 
maiming and killing of pedestrians at grade 
crossings. The railroads have spent mil- 
lions of dollars in elevating tracks. Their 
engines are being taken off the surface, but 
here are between 4,000 and 5,000 automo- 
biles, veritable engines, rünning on the 
streets and boulevards without even a flag 
man at the crossings.” 

The steam engine follows a fixed path. 
The pedestrian is in no danger if he keep off 
the rails. The automobile engine is erratic. 
Its movements are beyond calculation. It 
may swerve in any direction. It is difficult, 
as President Eckhart said, for the aver- 
age woman to know what to do when she 
sees two automobiles approaching in oppo- 
site d ions.” Most men who are old, and 
many who are not, are at a loss to know 
which way to turn. Their perplexity is the 
greater because they cannot tell what may 
be passing in the driver’s mind or whether 
he is a person of mature judgment. They 
know that not all drivers are expert or sober, 
and that women and children are sometimes 
intrusted with the management of powerful 
engines. It is not to be wondered at that 
most persons are nervous when they have 
to cross a street when there are automobiles 
in sight. 


“Isn't it fair,” said President Eckhart, 
“to give some rights to the 2,000,000 of peo- 
ple who do not own automobiles instead of 
handing the streets over to the 5,000 who 
do?’ That seems fair to the 2,000,000, but 
it does not to many of the 5,000. They re- 
sent as an impertinence any attempt to 
hinder them from dashing through the 
streets with their engines at whatever rate 
of speed they please. They acquiesce in the 
regulation of the speed of locomotives and 
trolley cars within the city limits, but resent 
restrictions which affect themselves. They 
have speed on the brain, As President Eck- 
hart observed to them, it is the natural 
tendeney of a man to get all the power out 
of a machine possible,” and if pedestrians 
are harmed, to growl at them for being in 
the way.

be necessary to prohibit.the use of such en- 
gines within the city limits in order thatthe 
public may be adequately protected, Abun- 
dant legal warrant can be found for the pro- 
hibition... 

There would be no 3 if the automo- 
bilists would appreciate the fact which 
President Eckhart sought to impress on 
them—that pedestrians. have rigbts in the 
streets and insist upon having them re- 
spected. 

There is a law of the road which ap lies 
to automobilists as well as others. It is 
the duty of the pedestrian to take all reason- 
able precautions when he crosses a street, 
but his right to cross it is superior to that of 
the chauffeur to drive along it. It is the 
duty of the automobilist, especially where 
there are no policemen to regulate traffic, to 
look out for people who seem ta be about to 
cross a street, and slacken his pace or stop 
short to enable that. person to get across in 
safety.. The chauffeur must,bear in mind 
the fact that people are more confused by 
automobiles, whose. motions they cannot cal- 
culate on, than by ordinary vehicles. 

Probably President Eekhart's remarks 
will have no effect. The mild fines imposed 
seem to have none. Nothing will have an 
effect except the commitment to jail for a 
few months of a reckless automobilist who 
knoeks down and injures somebody. They 
do those things better in France.“ i 


& UNNECESSARY LIFE WASTE. 

The football season is closed and the 
record of casualties, as accurately tabulated 
by Tue Tano, shows a list of eighteen 
killed and 159 more or less severely injured. 
No record, of course, could be kept of those 
slightly injured or of the large number of 
players whose after life must be unfavor- 
ably, affected in various ways. 

The hunting season in Wisconsin. and 
Michigan is closed and the casualty list 
shows twenty-six killed and fifty-five 
wounded, some of whom will not recover. 
The hunting season is not closed in some 
other states, and there is always more or 
less hunting in summer and winter., The 
complete record of ‘casualties since July 
shows seventy killed and eighty-nine 
wounded. 

The automobile season is a continudus 
one. In the principal cities of the United 
States these machines have killed, since the 
years began, sixty-six persons and nine in 


smaller places, and injured 463 persons in 


cities and forty-six in villages, making a 
tota of seventy-five killed and 509 injured 
in eleven months. must not hastily be in- 
ferred from this thatthe automobile is more 
deadly than football and the rifle. Footbal] 
has only about six weeks and the rifle about 
three months to get in their work. If they 
had the whole year like the automobile they 
would far surpass it, if conditions were not 
changed. 

Tue Trisune thinks that the killing of 
these 157 persons by the three agents of 
destruction mentioned is sheer “and: culpa- 
ble waste of life. The football victims were 
killed by brutality and there is no reason 
why the game should be brutal. The hunt- 


ing victims were mostly killed by ignorance. 


The larger number were mistaken for deer 
or sonte other wild animais. A hunter who 
cannot tell a man from à deer ought to be 
restrained from hunting any more in the 
neighberhood of human beings. The auto- 
mobile victims were mostly killed either by 
ignorance of the machine or by chauffeurs 
who were indifferent so long as they made 
speed. There cught to be some kind of 
automobile civil service which would pre- 
vent ignorant or careless chauffeurs from 
handling machines, . | 

Modern civilization is now so complex 
and exacting that .a-censiderable loss of 
human life is inevitable. There can be no 
way of preventing it,..There must be a cer 
tain number of persons, drowned, burned, 
killed by railroad and steamboat disasters, 


— n explosions, mine accidents, lighting, cy- 


clones, storms, and electricity. There will 


be several thousand of them this year. 
Their loss must.be accepted as one of the 
debts we pay to the constantly changing 
methods of civilization, and it will grow

it away without any return for its value. 


DRAINAGE BOARD 

When the law places the eWer aid to- 
sponsibility of appointing an executive offi- 
cial in the hands of a regularly constituted 
board, the board should exercise its power. 
It should not abdicate in favor of some po- 
litical dletator—in order to “help the or- 
ganization.” When the law says that the 
civil service commission shall engage a 


secretary the commission should conscien- , 


tiously use its own judgment in doing so. 


It should, not take orders from any political 


counting room. When the sanitary district 
5 authorizes the elected sanitary trustees 

“elect a clerk, treasurer, chief engineer, 
we attorney,” those trustees should pro- 
ceed to do so, using their best intelligence 
in making the selection. They should not 
“pass” a slate handed in by the county 
committee—* in the interest of the organiza- 
tien.” 

The duty of the drainage board is plain 
enough. It was indicated with emphasis a 
few years ago when Migs Julia Lathrop and 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch resigned from the state 
board of charities rather than submit to dic- 
tation from the governor as to who should 
be clerk of that board. If the mem of 
all boards and the heads of all de ents 
legally clothed with appointive power would 
exhibit equal backbone in the face of at- 
tempted political control of their appoint- 
ments both the morale and the efficiency of 
public administration would be decisively 
improved. 

Any efforts of the republican county or- 
ganisation to name the appointees of the 
new drainage board should be resisted firmly 
and in toto by the members of that board. 
They should be resisted just as firmly if 
made in behalf of the republican organiza- 
tion as they would be if made in behalf of 


‘the democratic organization. The people of 


the drainage district did not elect nine trus- 
tees to serve the interests of any party or- 
ganization. They elected them, under the 
law, to “ exercise all the powers and man- 
age and control all the affairs and property 
of such district,” and to “ elect ”’ such execu- 
tive officers as would-best serve these ends. 
Those officers should be elected by the 
board without reference to party, faction, or 
locality. They should be elected strictly 
according to their personal qualifications for 
the services to be performed. 

The new drainage board should make no 
mistake as to their official duty in this mat- 
ter. Nor should they make any mistake as 
to. what will be the attitude of the public on 
the subject: The public has been wearied 
in the past by aspersions upon the conduct of 
that board. It expects a new régime under 
the incoming board. Genuine reform will 
involve from the oftsét the absolute exclu- 
sion of political manipulation of appoint- 
ments by or in the interest of partisan 


bosses or committees. ue 


COST OF PAUPER IMMIGRATION. 

Besides thé moral and social evils which 
almost unrestricted immigration is inflicting 
upon New York it is threatening to bank- 
rupt the city’s hospitals. The hospitals are 
generously aided by private wealth, yet 
many of them suffer from chronic and grow- 
ing deficits. The increasing numbers of 
charity patients received, 50 per cent of 
whom are recent immigrants, render it im- 
pogsible to keep down expenses. Immigra- 
tion ig also making it necessary rapidly to in- 
crease the expenditures of New York state 
for the support of its insane asylums. Forty 


per cent of the pauper insane in that state } 


are recent immigrants. 

New York City and New York state are 
the immigration dumping ground, and the 
situation there is worse than it is elsewhere. 
But fhe same cause that is filling the hos 
pitals there with charity patients and the 
asylums with pauper insane is producing 
similar, although less aggravated, conditions 
in other places. Besides the many immi- 
grants who become charges upon hospitals 
and upon the states there are thousands 
who are maintained by charitable organiza- 
tions: There are thousands more who com- 
mit Crimes and are sent to jail and prison to 
be fed at public expense. This is one of the 
economical aspects of practically unre- 
stricted immigrgion. The American peo- 
ple are out of pocket an enormous sumevery 
year for the support of pauper and criminal 
immigrants in their hospitals, their asylums, 
their jails, and their prisons. 

Steamship companies, hungry for busi- 
ness regardless of its character and of the 
way it is got, and foreign governments, pa- 
triotically desirous to rid their countries of 
undesirables, even though at our cost, are 
constantly stimulating immigration. What 
was once a beheficent stream has become 
swelled to a dangerous flood. As long as 
pauper sick and pauper criminals are al- 
lowed to come among us the former must 
be cared for, the latter punished. Social, 
economical, and moral considerations de- 
mand, however, that measures shall be taken 
at the earliest practicable time to exclude 
these classes. By their. present policy in 
reference to immigration the American peo- 
ple are wronging themselves and posterity. 


BEGGARS, NOT SUICIDES. 

The anti-suicideé commission of Cleve 
land has been widely advertised. It is get- 
ting letters from all parts of the country 
from persons who say they are weary of 
life. Most of them hint more or less broad- 
ly that if they were given a little money or 
its equivalent the thought-of suicide as the 
only escape from their woes would not 
present itself to them. 

Some of the letters need not be taken 
seriously. The man who writes that he has 
lest both legs and sees no ebject in pro- 
longing his existence unless he ean be pro- 
vided with a wife probably is seeking to 
amuse himself at the expense of the com- 
mission. Most of the letters are simple 
begging epistles. 

Whenever it is rumored that there is 
money to be glvew away there are always 
thousands of open hands stretched out to 
get a partofthedole. As soon as it is under- 
stood that a rich man has given semething 
to a charity or a college heis inundated with 
relief petitions. He is-asked to bay pianos 
for children whose parents think they have 


musical genius, to assist widows in starting 


boarding houses, to relieve needy families 
of the support of their aged parents, tosend 

“ deserving young men to college, and to 
loan money in sums of from $10 to $1,000, 
to be repaid by the grateful recipient when 
he or she is able to do so. 

Some of the letters which the anti-suicide 
commission is receiving from men who say 
they are about to bid the world farewell 


I the evolution of species. 
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hand of a desperate man. 


who has been stealing and fears eg f 


and the penitentiary may give up the 
‘thought of suicide if somebody will enable 


him to replace what he has stolen. 


Most of those who have told their woes 


to the commission are impostors who have 


never thought of suicide. If the commis- 
sion were to attempt to relieve all who have 
written or are about to write that they in- 


tend to ſea ve this cold, unfeéling world it 
| would need to have the treasury of the 


United States behind it, and even that 
might run dry. 

There are not so many persone in the 
country who are thinking of violating “ the 
canon ‘gainst self-slaughter,” as the ave- 
lanche of letters poured on the commission 
would indicate. Most of the writers are 
sturdy beggars, who, if they fail to get any 
money out of it, will mot blow out their 
brains. They will get a sheet of paper, an 
envelope, and a postage stamp and try their 
luck in another quarter. 


SPEEDIER TRIALS ‘THE GREAT NEED. 

Mr. Sprogle and the civic federation will 
do a useful work if they d and get 
adopted a plan which shall increase the effi- 
ciency of the police department and the 
state’s attorney’s office. But Mr. Sprogle 
and the civic federation deceive themselves 
if they imagine that by trying to raise the 
competency of the police and the'state’s at- 
torney’s office they are striking at the main 
thing that makes Chicago a safe and profit- 
able place 15 thieves and thugs. That 
which chie es it so hard to bring erim- 
inals to j here, as Tun Tripune has 
said before, is the farcical procedure of the 
criminal courts. What is the use of hunting 
up more evidence against criminals when it 
is almost impossible to get the evidence be- 
fore juries? Take the Gilhooley case. The 
trouble with that case, so far as the public 
knows, is nat that che police and the state’s 
attorney's office have not enough evidence 
against the accused. The trouble with it 
is that weeks and months, have been con- 
sumed by the lawyers upon the pretext that 
so long a time has been necessary to geta 
fair jury to which to present the evidence. 
Meantime scores of prisoners have been ly- 
ing in the jail awaiting trial with no o judges 
available to hear the cases. 


It is not so hard as is commonly supposed : 


to get enough evidence to convict the aver- 
age criminal. He convicts himself. Prob- 
ably 90 per cent of the men arraigned in the 
criminal courts are sent to jail or the peni- 
tentiary: A large proportion, short of funds 
and thinking or knowing that the evidence 
against them is conclusive, plead guilty. 
Many others are so weakly defended that 
their trials are short and perfunctory. It 
is when a criminal shows fight and has 
money with which to hire skillful or un- 
scrupulous lawyers who know how to take 
advantage of the absurd rules of criminal 
procedure that.trouble comes in the local 
courts. Then the wheels of justice are 
blocked and the vicious and lawless elements 
of the community are eneouraged to believe 
that punishment will not overtake them, 
though they do their worst. 

Mr. Sprogle, the civic federation, and 
other citizens and organizations that are 
anxious to make the punishment of criminals 
swift and sure in Chicago should concen- 
trate their energies in an effort to get the 
Supreme court to reverse the rulings which 
have given rise to the present leaden footed 
criminal procedure. Those rulings were 
meant to prevent injustice. Their effect has 
been to foster the grossest injustice. While 
they stand unreversed they will nullify the 
efforts of police, of prosecutors, and of citi- 
zens to suppress crime. Perhaps if the Su- 
preme court were properly approached it 
would right the wrong it unwittingly did. 
While renioving none of the safeguards of 
innocence it might tear down some of the 
bulwarks of guilt. 


4 NEW SCIENCE. 

The term ‘sociology was made popular by 
Herbert Spencer. To him it stood for a 
collection of facts about society, arranged 
in an orderly exhibit. Sociology was not a 
science in the present acceptation, of the 
word. A-science cannot be, as it might have 
been a generation ago, purely descriptive. 
It must be explanatory. It is not enough 
to say that things are so and so. A reason 
must be given why they are so and not oth- 
erwise. Natural history was once ranked as 
a science. It described the existing groups 
of living things; it did not seek to explain 
Biology has taken 
its place, for biology is curious to account 
for every existing fact, even life itself. 
Spencer ignored at first, as he admitted later, 
one important group of facts, the domestic 
relations, and when he tried to rectify this 
initial omission he merely added another 
exhibit, without connecting it vitally with 
the other facts he had assembled. 

Prof. Albion W. Small in his work on 
General Sociology presents the claim of 
latter-day sociology to be considered a sci- 
ence. It no longer professes to study the 
structure of society, because the word 
structure suggests parts of a whole at 
rest in relation to each other, while society 
is considered now as an organism, in a state 
of growth and change. The new definition 
of sociology is the science of the social 
process.” All facts which concern the evo- 
lution of society from primitive conditions, 
and which illustrate the present tendencies 
of human activity are a part of the material 
of sociology, but not the whole of it. The 
correlation of facts is the essential thing, 
without which the exposition of them can 
never be considered science. 

‘Sociology is not to be thought of as a con- 
venient term to include everything relating 
to human life which cannot easily be in- 
cluded in the older gciences, such as history, 
politics, economy, or anthropology. It is 
more than any of these, for it embraces them 
all, or, better, it takes the finished product 
of these sciences, adds the ultimate dedue- 
tions of psychology, philosophy, and many 
other branches of human learning, and tries 
to formulate- from the laws that have been 
in force in the past a rule of conduct for the 
future. The home, primitive political insti- 
tutions, the antagonistic interests in states, 
the machinery of charity, reform and punish- 
ment, amusements, religion, edugation, and 
the promotion of health are phases of life 
which are studied by sociologists. The prob- 
lem which sociology reaches is: “In the 
actual present condition of the American 
people, for instance, what general purposes 
and what special programs are necessary 
in order to satisfy the conditions of that 
stage of the process in which we find our- 
selves?” If sociology is adequate to the 


task, if it can formulate with scientific ab- 


solute accuracy the solution of the problem, 
it is entitled to rank not only as a science 
but as the most important of sciences.

[While James W. Alexander (Hopewell, Va., 
March 13, 1804—Red Sweet Springs, Va., July 31, 
1850) deserves much credit for his sympathetic 
rendering of this hymn, its authorship goes back 
to Bernard of Clairvaux (1001-1153), the outstand- 
ing ecclesiastical figure of the second crusade, a 
great poet, @ great politician, and a mighty power 
in his day. In 1656 Paul Gerhardt translated 
these stanzas of Bernard's longer hymn into Ger- 
man, and since then it has been one of the best 
known hymns of that people.

The county authorities should aid the state in- 
stitutions in their work of the treatment of mental 
eases by furnishing said institutions with the best 
obtainable records regarding such cases. 
be county has a perfect right to insist upon 
the return from the state institutions of such pa- 

‘tients as are capable of working, .and thus help 
pay the cost of their maintenance.

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OT long ago I went into an ab 828 I. 
number several close friends, and I found the place 
quite perceptibly in mourning. Things were not 
running smoothly. Plainly the manager was worried. 
He saw the interrogation in my eyes and answered 
it, saying that one of the oldest and most trusted 
office men in the house had left them a few days 
before. His phraseology was that “ it has been like 
a funeral ever since.” The story of this man’s quit- 
ting is the text of this editorial, likewise the body 
and the close of the sermon.

looked about him -with the most perfect unconcern, seeming to think him- 
self quite safe. At last the surgeon was called; who stated that the deceased 
had been killed by shot, a gunshot in the head, and he produced the matted 
hair and stuff cut from and taken out of the wound. It was all hardened 
with blood. A basin of warm water was brought into court, and as the 
blood was gradually softened a piece of printed paper appeared—the wad- 
ding of the gun—which proved to be the half of a ballad, The other half 
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journalistically termed the piscatorial pursuit. The mind, when it sits 
down to think, is both fisherman and fish; it catches in itself that which is 


a product of itself, and so is loch or river as may be; it is also gaff and 
landing net, it is rod, cast, and flies. As fisherman it may have but little 
skill in the throwing of the line; as fisherman, too, it may have too heavy 


a hand, too violent a method, so that what it raises will, after a splash and 


a flounder, escape from the hook, and find refuge in its own waters again 
and not be brought to land. And though, after much recurrence of this, 
the mind may gleefully say to itself, There are many beautiful fish in 
me,” however gratifying such a reflection may be, the practical results are 


intangible until some of them are landed, and we call such a man 


unpractical. 

Or, again, the mind may be a past master in the art of fishing and may 
constantly bring home heavy creels when it is given a day’s sport in other 
waters, in the minds, that is te say, of other people; but in its own depop- 
ulated streams its reel never will run screaming out, simply because there is 
nothing there to be caught. Such minds, we say, are devoid of originality. 

Now, though it is dangerous to press an analogy too far, we can go a 
little farther without toppling into the gulf of bottomless confusion that 
lies close at hand to all analogies. For to the literal and to the mental 
angler alike there are, broadly speaking, two sorts of fishing. He may sit 
in a boat, bait his line heavily with worms or paste or whatever is the 
proper lure, attach higher up on his line a’ neatly painted float, and await 
in a sort of stupor of inaction to see what follows. If he is lucky his float 
will be agitated, he will feel that a heavy object has been unable to resist 
his worms, and perhaps he will haul to land what is known as a coarse 
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Here is another odd case of unlooked for conviction: I remember. one 
man taken up twelve years after the murder he had committed. He had made 
his escape and though every search was made he could not be found. 
Twelve years afterwards the brother of the murdered man was at Liver- 


pool in a public house. He fell asleep and was awakened by some one pick 


ing his pocket; he started, exclaiming: “Good God! The man that killed my 
brother twelve years ago!” The murderer had enlisted as a soldier and gone 
to India immediately after the deed was committed; and he had just landed 


at Liverpool on his return, when his first act was to pick the pocket orf 


the brother of the man he had murdered twelve years before. 


Scotland Yard would no doubt scorn to take Sir Conan Doyle into ita 


counsels as an American detective consulted R. L. Stevenson. Arthur 
Johnstone, in his “ Stevenson in the Pacific,” tells the striking tale. As 
they sat together one evening in the veranda of an inn at Waikiki the de- 
tective confided to Stevenson a case of extreme difficulty he had in hand, 
and also his theory of its solution, As Stevenson hardly seemed to attend, 
for he sat looking dreamily at the sea; the detective left him to have a chat 
with the more responsive landlord. Un his return to the veranda, however, 
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fish, Here, too, the simile holds; to fish thus inactively in the sluggish 
and muddy waters of the mind often results in the capture of something 
with scales which is certainly to be classed as a fish. And though this is 
certainly a method of sitting down to fish (or to think), the result is a 
coarse fish. 

Here we can narrow down; this is fishing, but such fishing, mentally 
speaking, is not to be considered an example of the fine art of angling. It 
is passive, not active; it demands not alert thought, but only the slow haul- 
ing in of that which has happened, so to speak, to have attached itself to 
the hook. In a sense it is sitting down to think, but the principal ingredient 
in it is not so much thinking as sitting down. Whereas in real thought 
fishing the sitting down is merely incidental, it is the quick, delicate casting 
‘of the fly, an active process, which produces results. And how different 
is this from the affair of the boat, the float, the heavy line; the bunch of 
worms used to attract coarse fish; The whole attention is alert; arm and 
eye must act in electrical instantaneous alliance; the quick wrist throws the 
fly, the eye watches its course as it is drawn delicately in over the dark 
ripples, and eye, seeing a rise, telegraphs on the moment to arm, so that it 
may strike and hook that unseen something that has this moment made 
the circle of agitation on the water. Then comes the play; there must be 
no slack line; the mind, that is to say, must not wander for an instant. On 
the other hand; there must be no undue violence—the mind must not rush 
to conclusions—else there will be a breakage, fly and fish will be off, and 
tle empty line flap in the wind. In which case the mind has to begin all 
over again, with a fresh .. a fresh fly, and the discouraging ss Siamese 
of having lost a fish. 


The second group appears to indicate a genuine increase in the number 
of insane per capita. It is a sad state of affairs when, with all our in- 
creasing knowledge of causation of disease and of its treatment, we must 
admit that some diseases are increasing in frequency, not diminishing. 

The county is the smallest government unit dealing with the insane. 
It is through the County court that insane are declared such and are com- 
mitted to the various institutions. It appears to me, therefore, proper that 
this smallest unit should consider it a duty to take up the question of causa- 
tion of mental diseases through its county physician and the county judge. 
li certainly is not enough to give the county authorities the power to simply 


acknowledge the existence of insanity in a person.. 


It is not a generally known fact that to every one insane person there are 


at least five who are mentally unstable, in other words, actually predis- 


‘posed to insanity. ‘This means that about one in every 80 or 100 persons 
is likely to dey relop insanity when certain conditions arise. Insanity may 
befall the strong and healthy. Intense and prolonged strain, either physical 
or mental or both, may. unbalance the most stable brain. Poisons of various 


kinds may cause a delirium in the best balanced mind. Such cases, how- 


ever, are few. A close investigation shows that even the two factors men- 
tioned above, that is, the overstrain and poisons, produce the greatest harm 
among unstable persons. 

In affirming the existence of this large number of the unstable I dis- 
In fact, I wish to declare my 
firm belief that the tendency to regeneration is vigorously in evidence 
throughout the scheme of evolution. Were it not for this tendency the won- 
derful human family of today would have degenerated long ago, from 
definite causes, into universal idiocy. It also is my firm belief that the 


much needed help must come from intelligent aid given to this law of re- 
generation by the proper authorities and by individuals. 

The physician who is unable to grapple with the problems of every 
family with genuine sympathy is, not a physician in the true sense of the 
word. To be a genuine physician one must serve his patient not only for 
the $5 or 820 an nour but for the love of his neighbor, for the love of the 
whole human race. If he cannot do this he should quit the profession. 

The duty of the county physician pertains, of course, chiefly to the poor 
who are unable to pay for a physician’s help. Under the present conditions 
he scarcely has the right to enter the homes of the poor where his aid is 
not asked for. 
conferred upon him and that his interest in suitable cases be made com- 
pulsory, 

It is also apparent to me that the sphere of 3 of the county judge 
should be much enlarged, It certainly is proper for the judicial authorities 
to take charge of cases constantly subjected to influences known to be detri- 
mental to the numan mind and almost certain to produce insanity, if con- 
tinued long enough. 

Many persons are amus@l whenever the necessity of laws regulating 
marriage is urged. Such laws are coming, possibly not far in the future. The 
people who today smile at the idea will wonder why such an exceedingly 
important matter was not taken up a long time before. Insanity is a public 
misfortune. Therefore, its prevention is a, public duty. The epileptic and 
so-called moral defective are, of course, includec. It is my firm belief that 
the care of the insane should be made a problem of the whole state. There 
is, however, one problem in which the county is seriously concerned, and 
that is the problem of the proper care of certain chronic insane persons.

It is inherent in a man that when he has done his best he should resent 


criticism. Take a child, from whom anything in the nature of voiced pro- 


test may be called impertinence. Let that child be doing the best it can 
under parental orders and let the parent correct gnd scold at the result. 

That an employé should be touchy when his work or his intent is under 
fire should be a reassurance to an employer. When that employé comes clear 
eyed and earnestly to the desk of his superior, prepared to stand manfully 
by the work which he knows to be right or to reiterate his intent to have 
done that work right and resentful of, any insinuation that negligence 
of his duty had part in his failure to accomplish that end—there is the man 
who is worth keeping. There is the man who probably will stay with his 
employers as long as he cares to stay, and, who, in going, will leave his 
office in gloom.

Figures for November and Eleven 
Months—Transactions for 
the 3 


November's transfer e maintains the 
improvement shown fer several preceding 
months, and empha: the fact that these 
better conditions aré of a permanent and 
steadily improving character. The percent- 
age of increase is not as large as for October, 
but it is a large increase nevertheless, 
amounting to 80.8 per cent, and is considera- 
bly in excess of any other montu of the year. 

When it is considered, too, that the con- 
sideration in several large transactions, one 
of which amounted to $400,000, was put 
in at $1, the month’s record appears in even 
a better ight. The figures are 2,471 trans- 
fers amounting to $12,830,637, as against 2,196

$3,029,543 in amount. 
Showing for Eleven Months. 


The eleven months figures make the finest 
showing in over a decade, with a total of 
26,789 tranfers, amounting to $128,207.983, as 
against 24,450, amounting to $102,870,573, for 
the corresponding period of 1904. This is an 
increase of 2.389 in number and $25,387,410, 
or 24.7 per cent, in amount. The statement 
made in these columns some time ago that 
the year’s total was likely to reach $140,000,-

Outrival Perfection of Ballet. 

It is astonishing,”’ Prof. Grosse observes, “how ac- 
curately the time is kept; the tunes and the movements 
are all in unison. The dancers move.as smoothly as the 
best trained ballet troupe. They assume all possible posi- 
tions, sometimes springing aside, sometimes advancing, 
sometimes. retiring one or two steps; they stretch and 
bend themselves, swing their arms, and stamp their feet. 
The director, while busily beating time with his sticks, 
executes a nasal song, louder or softer by turn as he steps 
forward or backward. He does not stand in the same 
place for an instant—now he turns towgrd the dancers, 
now toward the women, who then lift up their voices with 
all their might. 

„The dancers gradually become more excited, the 
sticks strike faster, the motions are more rapid and vig- 
orous; the dancers shape themselves, spring into the air 
to an incredible height, and finally utter a shrill cry as if 
from one mouth. An instant later and they have vanished 
into the brush. 

„After a time they reappear for a second, a third, a

moves according to one law, in one time. All who have 
described the dances have referred again to this won 
derful’ unison of the movements.

ILLIAM TOD PLUMMBR, the 6 year old 
son of Capt. Wallace Plummer of Mount Ida, 
Montgomery county, Ark., rescued his dog, 
Stinger, from death by an almost inconcelva- 
ble act of heroism and strength that has 
made him the hero of the entire county:

It was merely a hole in the side of a small 
hill, almost a crater in a miniature mountain, The mouth 
was twenty feet across, and for fifteen feet down it sloped 
gently, then the slope ceased and the hole, straight as a 
driven well, descended down into the earth, how far no 
one knew.’

Hand Hard to Draw. 


Perhaps there is nothing more difficult to draw than 
the human hand, yet it is possible to draw a hand by mere 
writing. The hand most familiar to general eyes, the 
pointing hand, is not nearly so difficult as it seems, Draw 
@ capital M twice [in writing] and a single small one. 
To complete the design add the letter H, and the result 
will be worthy of any sign writer. 

For the ear a question mark and a D are all that is 
required. Bor the mouth, two M's and a G are sufficient. 

As soon as the idea is grasped innumerable interesting 
and curious examples of how the letters we make every 
day can be utilized in drawing will suggest themselves. 

~ When I was a child we had a game we called “ black 
and white.” It was simply writing your name in ink on 
white paper, folding it across wet, and then observing the 
result, which was supposed to be a caricature of the 
writer. Here, of course, the picture was the result of 
accident rather than design.. 

Every writer is a draftsman, although he may not 
know it. If you know how to write you can draw by 
practicing writing. Every writer knows a large number 
of lines and dots and curves. These are his capital with 
which to start as a draftsman. Use it with judgment and 
the result will be satisfactory. There is the whole alpha- 
bet at the artist’s disposal. It will pass the time of old or 
young, on a long winter's evening to try to form faces 
out of the letters of the alphabet. |

1 bought beans by the peck, 
for I had learned that they were the most 
nutritious of all foods, which, with cormmeal, 
which I made into hoecakes, were almost 
my exclusive diet for two years. Occasion- 
ally | bought a piece of bacon to boil with 
my beans, which I could always get cheap. 
It annoys me in these modern days to hear 
working people say that they have to have 
steaks, Toasts, stews, canned fruits, canned 
goods, etc., to live on, which they cannot 
afford if they could ogly consider their own 
financial good. 

I got work in a store at $20 per month, 
which: was good wages in those days, after 
1 bad been tried fora few months. in fact, 
it is enough today for beginners. Out of 
this I saved $14 every month. My clothing 
was my most expensive item, but when 1 
jearnead to buy second hand clothing I re- 
duced this to the minimum, as my employer 
gold me my beans and cornmeal at whole- 
sales rates, which | always paid him for, as 
he sometimes wanted to give it to me.

The north bound trains run on a track 
that is separated from the main station plat- 
form by a picket fence, the sharp points of 

‘which are about level with the floor of a 
passenger car platform. On the right hand 
of the fence is the track that is used by the 
south -bound trains. 

To afford safety passengers may alight on 


the left hand of the train and then walk 


down a short flight of easy steps to the 
street, whence they may walk at an easy 
grade to the street intersections that lead 
to their homes. 

The natural hurry and recklessness of quite 
@ proportion of the travelers lead them to 
step from the car platform to the top railing 
to which the pickets are ne and then to 


jump down on the south bound track, whence 
they may step to the main platform of the 
station and then walk to the street level. 
There is a gate in the picket fence that is 
provided for the station men to wheel bag- 
gage from one platform to the other. Pas- 
sengers climb down between the car and the 


fence and edge along sideways to the gate. 


The pickets of the fence and the gate are 
greasy from the spatterings of lubricants 
from the locomotives, but the passengers 
clamber over fence or gate regardless. Some 
of them in.climbing from the car to the 
fence hold on to the car to balance them- 
selves for a jump, regardless of the fact that 
the car is Mable to move before they are 
ready.

Run in Front of Fast Trains. 

There is another feature that shows the 
recklessness of people who take such risks. 
In the evening there is a north bound train 
that stops at the station about 7:05. At the 
same time there is a south bound train that 
not only does not stop but rolls past the sta- 
tion at fifty miles an hour. Nine-tenths of 
the people who get off at Lake Bluff know 
that this train is due, but despite that fact 
they climb over the picket fence, and jump 
down on the south bound track when the 
headlight of the filer shows the south bound 
train to be bearing down on them almost at 


Tull speed. 


One evening about 
alighted from a north bound train at Lake 
Bluff. Not less than twelve of them climbed 
from the car platform to the picket fence and 
then jumped probably five feet to the track 
below. A passenger who walks down the 
steps to the street landing probably takes 
twice as long to take the safe route. 

Rallroad men say people have been cau- 
tioned over and Over again against taking 
such risks. They post signs threatening 
arrest for attempts to climb over the fence, 
the train men try to direct all to alight on 
the safe side, but despite their most watchful 
efforts the climbers are on or over the fence 
before any one may interfere. It would take 
a whole police force to stop them.

Ideas of Salary Increase. 

A..wough $14.50 was a much greater sum 
than he had been getting, with three children 
and a wite to take care of, i: did not seem 
to him aa big is the $4.50 he started with, or 
the $0.25 he received per week when he was 
married. Occasions arose now for spending 
money which he never knew of before. There 
were physician’s bills, drug store bills, den- 
tist’s bills that were entirely new items to 
him. He was dissatisfied with his state in life, 
particularly as he saw his brothers, whom he 
brought to this country, Making more than 


he was and able to lighten the burdens of 


their wives or sweethearts, and to make life 
more attractive for their children and 
friends. Determination to change his for- 
tune began to gradually take possession of 
his mind. Meanwhile a fourth child was 
added to his family; more doctor bills, more 
grocery bills, more bills of every sort began 
to come in. Fourteen dollars and a half 
was far from sufficient now. His job was 
no longer satisfactory. With sudden determi- 
nation he burst the chains of conservatism 
that bound him. He quit his job at the picture 
frames and found employment as a carpen- 
ter at $8 a week. It was less than he was 
getting, but he determined, and knew it was 
not impossible, to stick to the trade until his 
wages would be multiplied by two or three. 
What seemed insurmountable in former days 
seemed now quite reasonable totry. When 
he began to study the conditions of the new 
trade he was going into he saw many a 
skilled workman earning $20 a week. In 
fact, it was the rule of the carpenter’s union 
not to work for less tHan 50 cents an hour. 
He made up his mind to earn no less than 
anybody else. He worked patiently at $8 
to readapt himself to the intricacies of the 
trade and to acquire the peculiarities with 
which he was not acquainted. Before long 
he became a union man, the previous years 
of experience making him eligible to mem- 
bership, and began to earn ine union rates 
of 50 cents an hour. At present there is 
not a day that he is out of work, and often 
he works overtime and holidays,“ which 
means 75 cents and$lanhour. In one place 
now building the man has drawn as much 


as $42 a week.

Self Reliance Breeds Success. 

One deiermined effort had completely trans- 
formed the man and his circumstances. The 
smooth lines of satisfaction in his face have 
deepened into lines of aggressiveness. The 
man who was meek and humble now feels the 
strength and self-reliance of success. Ad- 
vancement, rising higher and higher, is now 
the all absorbing interest with him. For 
hours he will lie in bed thinking how a wind- 
ing stair may be designed, a door properly 
put on, a floor subdivided in accordance with 
the blue prints of the architect.

Being ambitious, I 
religiously looked for work to do in my leisure 
moments.

The other employés are 
quite willing to turn over some of their little 
odd jobs and gain an hour's leisure for loafing, 
reading, writing letters, or any of the various 
clandestine pastimes of business hours. I 
helped the bookkeeper check up. I helped the 
file clerk file. I helped the office girl address 
wrappers and put up the mail. In other 
words, I made myself generally useful.“ 

At the end of a month I asked for a raise. 
The * boss” said he did not think his steno- 
graphic work was of a character or quantity 
that warranted his paying more than $10a 
week. When I pointed out the fact that I did 
a great deal besides stenographic work he 
answered: Yes, you do enough work. But 
still that work is neither hard nor particular. 
It is not worth more than $10 a week to me 
to have it done. I can get a hundred stenog- 
raphers who would do the same work for the 
same money.”

As the men were used to her I found that 
she got about two-thirds of the stenographic 
work, while most of the clerical work fell to 
my lot. I waited two weeks and then de- 
cided to speak to the manager.

Speaking to the manager. How easy that 
sounds. But it was only after many resolu- 
tions and much fear that he would think me 
discontented or officious that I at last plucked 
up couraga to speak. When I sawi a,good 
chance I said, frankly: 

‘I wish I could take more of your dicta- 
tion. I want to be a good stenographer, fast 
and accurate. I will never get much better 
than I am now unless I take hard dictation 
and lots of it.” 

Perhaps he was flattered by the suggestion 
that his dictation was hard. Anyway, we 
had a talk which raised me considerably in 
his estimation, as it convinced him that I was 
at least ambitious and anxious to learn. He 
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I. knew another 
man. He, too, had 
$10,000 left him. 

I knew his brother, too—he, was digin- 
herited. Both were in the kindergarten 
of experience when they started out, but 
neither had bad habits in the accepted sense 
of that term. Ed the $10,000 brother, started 
out by getting for his family of two apart- 
ments in the exclusive part of town, with 
just a few more rooms than was really neces- 
sary. He wanted to be on the safe side. His 
wife, for the same reason, sent to New York 
for her dresses and her hats, and again, for 
the same reason, invariably purchased just 
a few more of the items than she really 
needed. True, Ed did not go to New York 
for his suits, but the tallor he patronized 
was exclusive, both as to price and patron- 
age. A cab always was handier to Ed thana 
street car, and the atmosphere surrounding 
the 75 cent lunch at the hotel ceemed much 
more soothing and agreeable than that ot the 
85 or 80 cent restaurant.

But when at the end of a few months I 
heard about my present position he recom- 
mended me as a rapid and accurate stenog- 
rapher and a young woman of ambition and 
exceptional business ability.“ That was the 
kind of a recommendation I had worked 
for. It was the kind of a recommendation 
that appealed to the prospective employer 
and got me the position. At parting my old 
employer said, “I really should not have 
made such a good stenographer of you. But 
then I never would keep a good man down.“ 

I have no time now for being “ generally 
useful.” I have come to the conclusion 
that the stenographer who gets the good sal- 
ary is a good stenographer, not an in- 
dustrious, willing office girl.” Aside from 
getting a good salary, however, good etperi- 
ence is a matter of vital importance. Good 
experience in stenographic work ‘means 
hard, fast dictation and plenty of it. No 
dillydallying around the office doing the odd 
jobs that any untrained person can do. No 
helping others do their work. No being 
generally useful.“ Every day should mean 
just that much increase in speed, just that 
much nearer approach to“ good pay.

ROBABLY every one who has solicited 
advertising has encountered the man 
who thinks his business cannot be ad- 
vertised. His name is legion, and he 
usually appears early in the ad, man’s 

career. One is likely to find him in almost 
all trades. He has a variety of reasons for 
hie belief, but they usually relate to the high 
quality of his stock or the particular line 
of business in which he is engaged. 

If this were merely an excuse to get rid 
of an ad. man with whom he might not care 
to do business, it would not matter greatly— 
except to the ad. man—but he is generally 
sincere in his belief, so it does matter; the 
success which otherwise might be his does 
not come, and in course of time there is a 
failure which need not have been were it 
not for this all too prevalent idea that there 
is any honorable business that cannot be 
advertised. 

To say that your business cannot be ad- 
vertised is a virtual admission that to tell 
the truth about it would be damaging; that 
the less people know of it the better for you. 


Advertise if Business Is Square. 

Advertising is telling what you have to 
sell, how much it costs, where it can be 
found, and why people should buy it. Any- 
thing that does this, any way of doing it, 
is advertising. To admit that you cannot do 
this is to admit that there is something 
wrong with your business. If you cannot 
let people know about it; if you are ashamed 
of it; if knowledge concerning it would bring 
unfavorable results to it or humiliation to 
yourself, you have no excuse for continu- 
ing it. 

The housebreaker cannot advertise his 
business, nor the highwayman, and there 
are some few other businesses that nobody 
would claim could be advertised with profit; 
but they are not many. 

There are a few professions, like the law 
and medicine, the ethics of which do not 
permit advertising. This does not alter the 
fact that a lawyer’s or doctor’s business 
might be advertised with profit, but it makes 
it difficult to do so until the doctors and 
lawyers learn what the bankers are just 
learning—that advertising may be dignified 
enough for any business and yet bring re- 
sults. 

It ig the smaller retailers and manufac 
turers who most need to be shown their mis- 
take and what it costs them. The man with 
a large store or a big manufacturing busi- 
ness knows the value of advertising, other- 
wise his business would not be big. 


Gain on Merit Alone Is Slow. 

The man who can make a better pair of 
shoes or a better chair than any one else 
will have the advertising that satisfied cus- 
tomers bring, and will in time have a path 
worn to his door. But this is slow business. 
Life is short, and rent and fuel must needs 
be paid for. It takes another kind of adver- 
tising to bring customers quickly. Those 
who are to be satisfied and spread one’s fame 
must first be induced to purchase. It ought 
to be self-evident that a given number of 
sales in a day are better than the same 
spread over a week or a month; or that to 
send forth ten satisfied customers this morn- 


ing will result in more speedy profit than to <a 
send forth one every day for ten days. * 
The thing to do is to get the ten customers 
to “ome to you at once. The way to do itis 
to advertise. They will come more quickly 
if they are asked; if you can make them 
wish to come; if you can make them under= 
stand why they should come. Thatis what. = 
it will do, if it is right. = 
Do not get the idea that advertising Is for | 
bargain sales only. Do not think because 
you are selling high grade goods at high 
prices you cannot advertise to advantage. 
Some people prefer to pay high prices, and 
most judge largely by the price.

There is a way to advertise any busines 
that is all right.

Then think how you can reach these people, 
the greatest number of them at the least cost;

Why People Buy Books. 

Before a new book of the type is sold the 
buyer will have known something about it 
before he enters the bookshop. It may have 
been a review in a newspaper. It may have 
been an advertisement and the names of the 
author and the publisher in conjunction, 
prompting the person to the reading that he 
may be up on the literary subjects of the 
day. But better than these may have been 
the commendation of the story from the lips 
of a friend with whom the prospective buyer 
has sympathies in common. 

In the bookshop the prospective customer 
has asked to see the volume. Instinctively 
he opens it at the flrat touch. Type and paper 
will be expected to make the first appeal in 
the physical makeup. An attractive frontis- 
piece and title page will be convincing, as will 
possibly well done illustrations. Then the 
scrutiny of the cover will follow. 

In the meantime the salesmanship of the 
salesman will be called upon as it so seldom 
is at the average department store’s gen- 


eral counters. For any book that is in de- 


mand the salesman will have had his own 
brief lesson. He will have read the reviews 
of the book as far as possible; he will have 
run through it himself perhaps as closely as

Psychology of Publishing. 

There is room in the book world today 
for a treatise in all profundity on “ The 
Psychology of Publishing,” For, 
the publisher’s faith in the book, the work 
of the author is dead. A half hearted pub- 
lisher cannot market his manufactures. The 
bookshop’s buyer cannot be convinced be- 
yond his purchase of a possible great gross 
of the work; and, half hearted himself, the 
psychological spread of distrust is handed 
down and down to the end. 

To an extent there is a physical consid- 
eration in this psychical phenomenon. The 
publisher with the strong faith in his book 
will advertise it in proportion. Perhaps even 
the reviewer feels this subtle influence of the 
display types. Ordinarily a barber's hair 
tonic is called for only for so long as the 
display space in the newspapers hold its 
alleged merits before the public eye. And 


under all circumstances this advertising of 


a book is an earnest of the publisher’s belief 


in its character and future popularity. 


From the publisher to the bookshop and to 

the reader is the course of the book. Not 
the less important in the success of the book 
is the publisher’s ability to convince the 
book buyer for the shop. The publisher's 
salesman does this through the advance 
sheets of the story, through the psycholog- 
ical influences of the publisher, and by means 
of the publisher’s declared intent to push the 
book through advertising. 

But for the publisher and the retafler who 
may make large purchases under these cir- 
cumstances there are the same confronting 
conditions of 4 market whose whims and 
moods ‘neither has a chance to determine 
beyond the hazards of a guess. 


To the book publisher the public always 


jis a thing of moods and fancies, A story 
that at one time is a failure may become a 
success a year or two or five later. Time- 
Uness, could that timeliness always be de- 
termined, is of great significance. But to 
try to determine timeliness is one, of the 
most difficult of a publisher’s feats. There

Possibly integrity isn’t the second most difi- 
cult quality to find, but it is another abso- 
lute essential. Force, persistence, initiative 
are among the more common earmarks of 
the successful machine man. 

A person, man or woman, who is fitted for 
this business will not need much capital 
to get started. Rent and personal expenses, 

‘also money for a horse and delivery wagon 
must be provided, but such stock as is neces- 
sary often can be obtained on time or can 
simply be held for exhibition and sale a cer- 
tain length of time.

Average Life of Book 6 Months. 

When the retailer has bought his stock ofa 
certain book on the strength of the advance 
sheets and the announcement of the pub- 
lisher’s determination to push the advertising 
of the work, he expects that publisher to 
spend in advertising an average of two- 
thirds of the book’s total cost—which in- 
cludes the advertising. For instance, a book 
from the publisher to the retailer, which win 
have cost the publisher all told 85 cents, will 
have had 20 cents expended upon it for ad- 
vertiasing. Or on another footing, the pub- 
lisher expects to spend in advertising about 
the same amount as he pays the author in 
royalties. 

Two or three months will be the average 
period of this advertising, beginning on the 
day of issue of the book, or perhaps a little 
before. At the end of three months the 
full tide of interest in the work will have 
set in om the part ofthe public. At the end 
of six months nine-tenths of the books wil! 
be dead for the reason that something else 
will have displaced public interest. It may 
be a new war, the ghost of hard times, or 
@ presidential election—perhaps another 
book—but somewhere the public interest will 
be gone for something new, and the pub- 
lisher and retailer who have not made their 
hay .while the sum has been shining win 
have a painful job in balancing the credit 
and debit accounts of the house. 

Not all rules hold „however, and some 
books having the jeast show of publicity 
have gone on in increasing popularity which, 
while never at 4 high tide, has been such 
that at the end of a long period the profits 
to all concerned have been satisfactory in 
the fullest degree. These are not novels, but 
for the most part have been entertaining 
works, perhaps of travel, and depending in 
no small measure upon the literary taste and 
ski.. shown in them. 

One thing in America holds true of the pop- 
ular novel—it must not be of the somber, 
melancholy type of story, with tragedy and 
death at the end ot it. At all times the Amer- 
ican book buyer demands amusement or light 
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entertainment or love and devotion as the 
sine qua non of a godd story.” ‘As a dis- 
tinctive characteristic of the German it may 
be said that a somber story in the empire will 
sell in thousands, where in the United States 
‘a story of the same tenor would not sell in 
hundreds. Pessimism is not the key to the 
book market in America. | 

In a general way the successful book is ex- 
pected to have several situations in it which 
in themselves‘carry something over which 
in a news dress a newspaper display head 
might be built. A situation over which a 
table talk may develop into a discussion 
gives a book an impetus which generalities 
as to its interest and excellence cannot ap- 
prodch. 

Two years ago or more a book appeared 
which had sought several publishing houses 
in vain, When it did appear gossip said that 


5.000 words had been cut out of the original 


manuscript, and that several writers other 
than the author had been busy in the over- 
hauling of chapter after chapter. But the 
book was a success. Experts in the book mar- 
kets, looking for the secret of this popular- 
ity, have found only two possible explana- 
tions: First, that in a crude way it showed 
the American abroad always in the position 
of advantage in his relations with the for- 
eigner; and, second, that in the same crudi- 
ty of style the American saw a fairly well 
done caricature of himself as heis at home. 
* * 


Type of Reader Changed. 

In the making of a popular book today the 
retail customer is a buyer of a type that did 
not exist forty years ago. Ten persons of a 
type which did not buy books then are book- 
buyers now. These modern buyers of the 
popular novel have no idea of putting the 
volume on a shelf; it is a book to read and 
soon afterward to pass along among his 

‘friends or to gravitate toward the second 
hand bookseller’s. Forty years ago the book- 
buyer had the shelf first in mind, then the 
book; today there is no shelf. The phrase 
“summer reading,” for instance, becomes 
one of the characteristic indexes to the rea- 
sons why the modern novel is not placed 
alongside the volumes of Thackeray, Eliot, 
and Dickens. 

Yet, offsetting this, the successful pub- 
lisher will tell you that an author whose 
name carries success with it has a pecuni- 
ary reward for his work that compares fa- 
vorably with that which came to Scott in the 
production of the Waverley novels,

Adding or Subtracting a Pitfall.

MOVED. to Chicago one year ago, intend- 
ing to make my living keeping boarders. 
I have three children, and I thought, by 
renting a nice home, I could have a good 
~ home for them and make money. 

I am a number one cook and housekeeper, 
not the least bit homely, enjoy company, and 
know how to entertain. I keep good help, and 

planned to take good care of my boarders. 
I rented a lovely home on a pleasant street, 
opposite a beautiful park, and near the lake. 


Tue house is an old fashioned mansion, de- 
+ Jightful to live in, but hard on the caretaker. 


‘My rent was $60 a month, in advance. 

After I was settled I discovered the heating 
plant was inadequate, heating but six rooms 
out of the fifteen, and those not sufficiently 
for cold weather. I purchased stoves and 
hired a man to carry coal. The rooms were 
all lovely; all fronting on the park and lake, 
not a single back room in the house. I ad- 
vertised, and answered advertisements.

In January a girl teacher came. I got $6.50 
a week from her, andshe was a good boarder 
for the entire school year. Then a man came, 
whom we had for nine weeks.

He was 
easy to please as far as boarding was con- 
cerned, but he expected more. Lallowed him 
to remain, because I needed his $8. 

Then I had a music student at $7, and a 
woman and two children, at $12, and I took 
some invalids to care for, andehow I worked! 
Rent day rolled around and I dept up my 
rent until the middle of April. Then I gave 
out and was ill for many weeks. I was taken 
to a hospital. My boarders all left, and ex- 
penses went on. Hospital bills ate up all my 
bank account. I owe my physiclan:$200 and 
five months’ rent-is due.

My 
physician says I must return to the hospital 
for two more operations, one of which is to 
remove four inches of backbone which’ 1s 
broken.

Facing a Desperate Dilemma. 

Lam trying now to fill my house with people 
at $5 a week, but they want a large room 
alone and everything imaginable for that 
amount. The renting agent came to me and 
asked me what I was going to do. 1 tok 
him I was discouraged. I could not see my 
way out. I was willing to work, but was so 
weak and could not get boarders even at a 
low price. ‘That man has a heart. He told 
me to Go what I could, and he would not push 
me If I can get twenty people at $5 each, 
and they will go two in a room, and four in 
the great big rooms, I can make 4 living and 
pay up, but I cannot get them. Girls want 
the parlor every night privately, and if I 
have half a dozen girls they must use it in 
common. 

Last winter my teacher had the parlor 
every evening until midnight, burning the 
gas there and in her room. I spoke to her 
about that, but she always left it burning, 
go I would have to climb two flights of stairs 
to put out her gas.

My experience is much the same as others: 
A number of women have told me that men 
come to them in this same fashion and want 
board and room, with ali home comforts,” 
zor $5 and $6 a week.

Peril to Girls in Public Schools. 

Hditor ot the Workers Magazine: “ The Need 
for Male Teachers, Swing Ricker’s article, sound- 
ing the alarm on behalf of the boys, cites an ap- 
parent danger in the lack of male teachers, but 
fails, as have all writers, in viewing the situa- 
tion, to recognize the real peril. 

The girl is the real sufferer. The influence of 
the opposite sex develops color in character, a 
savolr faire, an esprit, which are all tmpoesible 
without t. The boys of our schools have every 
advantage in our present tem. Mr. Ricker 
states as a proof of his argument that there is but 
26 per cent of boys in the high schools. But there 
are many male ingtructors in the secondary schools, 
while there are no men teachers in the elementary 
school, and yet there are more boys than giris in 
these grades. 

But the question of the Influence of sex is one 
of immense social importance ~The effect upon 
the boy of being constantly associated with 
women teachers, hie mother and his girl class- 
mates, fe said to be weakening, ‘ effeminizing.”’ 
On the contrary, such contact with the opposite 


sex calls out all that is manly and vigorous in 


the boy’s nature. You will have to look elsewhere 
for whatever is uneatisfactory in our boys’ devel- 
opment. If our girls could have as constant and 
close aesociation with male teachers, with their 
fathers, and with masculine playmates, more in- 
teresting, happy, and evenly developed women 
would be the result. A greater affinity between 
the sexes would spring up and the present alarm- 
ing absence of interest in each other which the 
cuitivated young man and woman of today show 
would be changed to a sympathetic understanding 
and an admiretion for more highly specialized 
masculine and feminine traite.. 

Our boys have a well developed masculinity— 
but our girls are neutral in character, lacking 
that fresh fullness of ingenuous femininity which 
free and frequent association with the opposite 
sex brings and replacing N by that repellant 
absence of intereset and awkward, anguilarity of 
conduct which comes from ome sided social devel- 
opment. This it ie which causes such an un- 
natural breach between the sexes. If our giris 
were Brought up with immeasurably more of the 
male influence than our present social and edu- 
cational systems admit, there would be no armies 
of spinsters seeking employment, men would have 
more opportunities to do the world’s work, and 
social conditions would assume a more normal 
aspect.

In Chicago there is more disaffection with 
elty life shown by the laboring man and his 
family than by any other class. Most of 
the applicants for farms are of the saving 
type, having a nest egg and ready to make 
a considerable payment in cash. The aver- 
age price of these farms is close to $1,500 
each. The applicants are of all dispositions 
and conditions, some. of them showing a 
marked indisposition to own property in 
the city and realizing that in buying in the 
country they are facing a business which 
cannot command too much of scientific 
knowledge and efforts. 

Even with the most enthusiastic investors 
in farms, who are loudest in their denuncia- 
tion of city life, there is the almost un- 
versal wish to buy farms close to the city. 
Twenty miles out is not too close, but forty 
miles may be entirely too far. Most of the 
inquirers are between 25 and d years old, 
married, and with children, seeking a farm 
as a better place for bringing up the young- 
sters and as giving an opportunity for more 
members of the family to become producers. 

Between the city lot and these small farms 
of fruit and chickens are the market gardens 
supplying the city with vegetables. Here 
the market gardener usually is a renter, 
working with the naturally cold soil and 
providing it with manures that are expensive, 
either as to purchase or hauling, or both, 
But as a rule he has a wife, perhaps a moth- 
er-in-law, and maybe a daughter or two old 
enough to work in the fields, each of whom 
instead of being an economic burden upon His 
single endeavors in the city, is a aT 
entity in the market garden. 

Long ago the city lot as an tavestment, 
platted miles out from anywhere on the 
strength of one’s being able to see the smoke 
of the city in the distance, has passed. Chi- 
cago in several directions has acres of mar- 
ket gardens between the squares of cement 
sidewalks of former fifty foot lots. And still 
there are thousands of acres more, grown to 
burdocks and sweet clover, that might be 
yielding their increase if only the Pingree 
potato patch idea could be made to take hold.

AU GRATIN—Boil in salted hot water until 
tender but not soft. Divide the flowers and 
put in a buttered dish a layer of cauliflower 
seasoned with butter, pepper, and salt, and 
over this put a sprinkling of grated cheese 
and bread crumbs. 

FRITTERS—Pick out the flowers from a 
freshly boiled cauliflower and dry them. Sea- 
son with salt and white pepper, dip in a bat- 
ter made with one cup of milk, two-thirds 
cup of four, and one egg. Fry in a kettie 
of deep fat and serve on a napkin dotted over 
with parsley. 

STUFFED—Cut the caulifower down to- 
ward the center in sprigs. Throw these into 
boiling salt water for two minutes. Then 
pack them head down into a deep sauce pan 
the exact’ size of the caulifiower, after hav- 
ing laid on the bottom some thin slices of 
bacon. Fill the empty spaces with a stuffing 
made of veal finely minced with the same 
amount of suet and bread crumbs. Adda few 
olives or mushrooms chopped, and pepper 
and salt. Pack this into the caulifiower and 
pour over it three well beaten eggs. After 
the egg has soaked in add enough stock to 
cover the whole. Simmer slowly until the 
cauliflowers are tender and the sa de reduced, 
and turn upside down on a hot dish. This 
seems like a great deal of ceremony, but ths 
result is especially good as the caulifiowers 
stand upright in the savory mixture. 

WITH FRENCH SAUCE~—Set a boiled cau- 
liflower in a deep dish with flowers upward, 
and pour over it drawn butter to which 
you have added the juice of a lemon and one- 
half teaspoonful of French mustard.

TOAST WITH SHRIMP BUTTER—To 
make a dainty hors d’ceuvre that is served 
warm and which will be much appreciated as 
a first course to a luncheon, get from the 
fish store a dozen and a half shrimps and 
eight anchovies. Pick out all the shells and 
stringy substances from the shrimps and 
either pound in a mortar or put through 
the meat grinder with a little butter. Dothe 
same with eight anchovies and mix them to- 
gether by putting them through again. 
Toast some thin slices of bread and spread it 
with the shrimp butter and put a Httle epoon- 
tul of chopped olives on top of each piece. 

OYSTERS IN SHELLS—Choose fancy fire- 
proof shells and allow six large ones to a 
person and bread them in fine créshed bread 
crumbs which have been previously browned. 
Sauté quickly in butter, season with a desh 
of cayenne and serve hot. 

MMES IMPERIAL—Peel apples and 
take out the cores without breaking and stew 
until tender in a thick sugar sirup, adding 
before it is done a glass of brown sherry.

That afternoon her headless 
body was found beside a track just outside 
the train shed, and Tom, weak and nerv- 
ous from fright, was left to shift for him- 
self. 

He was wild, made doubly so by the ex- 
perience through which he had passed, and 
it was nearly a week before Capt. Roberts 
was able to catch him. His master sald that

would be seen by watchers to make springs 
) in the air. and they finally decided he was 

catching flies and eating them, but he grew 
pitifully thin on this diet, and became so 
exhausted that Capt. Roberts had no trouble 
in catching him. 

He is a beautiful Maltese cat and can 
chase his tail around the room with all the 
abandon of a kitten that never knew a 
sorrow.

Joseph C. Braden Hotly. Resemts In- 
sinuation of Retiring President Car- 
ter That He Is Appearing as Attor- 
ney for the Claimants — Wenter’s 
Motion te Allow $50,000 in Settle- 
ment of Bill Defeated—Suit Against 
Sanitary District Threatened, 


Most of the pentup acrimony existing be- 
tween members of the outgoing board of 


sonalities at the last meeting of the judiciary 
committee of that body yesterday. The im- 
mediate eause was consideration of a bill for 
extras for $134,000 by Griffiths & McDermott, 
contractors for a section of the main chan- 
nel and the substructure of the bear trap 
dam at Lockport. 

In the years since 1897, when the bill was 
presented for the first time and promptly ve- 
toed by Isham Randolph, the board’s chief 
engineer, it has received exhaustive consid- 
eration; each time hitherto without the dis- 
play of temper on the part of members of 
the board. 

Trustee Joseph C, Braden was explaining 
the contentions of the contractors, affably 
and with an apparent desire to make things 


plain to his brother members. It was the 
lull before the storm, 

“I protest against any member of this 
board acting as attorney for the contractors 
when a bill for extras is under considera- 
tion,“ shouted President Zina R. Carter, ex- 


ly. 
Braden Resents Imputation, 

That was the first clap of thunder. Then 
came the lightning. Trustee Braden leaped 
to his feet, his face livid with anger. 

“It is a cowardly and blacaguardly shame 
for you to brand me as an attorney for the 
contractors!’’ he shouted. “™” You know it is 
not true. I think you are a mean, narrow 
minded man to make such a statement. I 
have been a colleague with you on this board 
for ten years and you know my record does 
not warrant any such accusation now when 
I am about to retire from office.“ 

He added that he had attempted to explain 
the situation because he had served as chair- 
man of the engineering committee of the 
board when the work was done. 

Trustee Thomas A. Smyth rose and gazed 
intently at President Carter. 

“There are trustees on this board,” he 
eaid, “‘who are playing continually to the 
gallery. They can never understand why 
every other member of the board will not 
agree with them. I. for one, am able to 
think for myself.” 


Contractors to Sue for $134,000. 

It was evident that more personalities were 
to follow and Trustee William Legner, the 
chairman of the committee, rapped for order. 

„If you decide to continue this debate I 
think you had better do so in private,“ he 
said. ‘‘We had better go Mmto executive 
session.“ 

After the session was over it was an- 
nounced that Trustee Wenter had intro- 
duced a motion to settle with Griffiths & 
McDermott for $50,000 and that the motion 
had been defeated, 

It is hard to understand,” said Prevident 
Carter afterward, “why it was thought 
mecessary that this board should pass on 
the bill just before it went out of office. To 
me it looked like an attempt to railroad the 
bill through at all hasards.“ 

On hearing that the committee had decided 
not to pay any of the claims for extras, 
Griffiths & McDermott announced their in- 
tention of bringing sult against the sanitary 
distriet to recover $184,000, the full amount 
of their claim.

CITY TO PROSECUTE LINES 
BECAUSE THE CARS ARE COLD. 


Traction Companies Will Be Arraigned 
Tuesday on 100 Charges of Violating 
the Kohout Ordinance, 


As a result of the complaints which have 
poured into the city hall during the last three 
days City Prosecutor Howard Taylor will 
commence prosecution of the street car com- 
panies on Tuesday for non-compliance wih 
the ordinance providing for the comfort of 
passengers. The City railway and the Union 
Traction company will be arraigned on 109 
specific charges of lack of heat in cars and 
overcrowding of passengers, 

The ten days’ grace, which the city gave 
the company before enforcing the law, has 
expired, but the conditions reported by the 
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police are said to be little improved. Police 
Chief Collins said last night that the total 
complaints of cold cars and overcrowding 
number 400 and are coming in hourly from 
all parts of the city. The 100 instances se- 
lected by Dr. Taylor for the first prosecu- 

tions are those in which second complainis 
of the conditions in particular cars and on 
particular lines have been made. 

The ordinance under which Dr. Taylor win 
prosecute ig the Kohout ordinance enacted 
by the council a couple of months ago. It 
provides that the temperature of cars shall 
be kept at 50 degrees and forbids crowding. 
The penalty for violation is a fine of from 
$25 to $100 for each and every offense of 
either character.

Otis Skinner’s New Play. 
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Plot of The Duel,“ Which 
Has Been a Success in Paris. 


N this world the greatest battles are not 
always fought with cafinon and the 
sword. man's soul may receive a fatal 
wound, though his skin be free from 
even the blemish of a pin prick, 

Such was the duel which Chance, the su- 
preme arbiter of human destiny, decreed 
should be fought between Dr. Morey and his 
brother, the Abbé Daniel. Strangely unlike, 
as brothers so often are, the pathways of 
their life diverged in their youth. The one, 
deeply imbued with the spirit of science, 
studied medicine, and, dealing with the ma- 
terial t of life, came to regard it as the all 
. — element. Like so many other men 
of science, he was a freethinker, imbued 
with the Horatian maxim that we should 
seize the fleeting hour and make the most of 
it, every day confirming his belief that hu- 
man love is the only tangible thing we pos- 
sess. 

In striking contrast was his brother, the 
priest. For him the spiritual life was all in 
all. During ten years their work had kept 
them apart. The physician has, by his gifts 
and hard work, become famous as a specialist 
in nervous diseases, and now has a nursing 
home of his own.

A chance blow sometimes strikes home, 
and when the priest reasons with himself in 
the night he is forced to admit that there 
is more truth in his brother’s accusation than 
he has imagined. In his despair he goes once 
more to the old bishop. Before he arrives, 
however, the bishop has received two visitors 
—one a messenger telling him that the duke 
is dying, having thrown RAimself out of a 
“window; the other the duchess herseif; who, 
-unaware of the release at hand for her, has 
gone to the bishop to if she cannot get 
from him that spirit consolation which 
she has not derived from her visit to the 
abbé. The latter, in a terrible state of ex- 
citement, declares that he has sinned in his 
heart, and must renounce the priesthood. He 
has had to admit to himself that the old Adam 
was not dead, and begs to be allowed to re- 
tire from the world and dig his own grave 
among the monks of La Trappe. Happily 
for him, the bishop is a clear sighted man, 
able to distinguish between truth and.morbid 
imagination. He urges the abbé to see the 
duchess, to tell her of her husband's near 
approach to death, and persuade her to marry 
the physician, though persuasion is hardly 
necessary. The priest congents, and, over- 
coming his own feelings, shows the duchess 
that the spiritual life is not the only to 
bring peace and happiness, and that, in the 
love of husbandand of children, a woman may 
find not only supreme joy on earth but the 
promise, the assurance of supreme jdéy in the 
world to come.
